1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That the mem- The Norfolk 
bers of the association known as the Norfolk and Portsmouth SSrath cotton 
cotton exchange, and all other persons who may hereafter exchanp inoor- 
become associated with them under the provisions of this ^^ 

a<#, are hereby created a body corporate by the name of The 
Norfolk and Portsmouth Cotton Exchange, with perpetual 
succession and power to use a common seal, and to alter the General power* 
same at pleasure; to sue and be sued; to take and hold, by 
grant, purchase, and devise, subject to the provisions of law, 
relating to devises and bequests by last will and testament, 
real and personal property, to an amount not exceeding one 
hundred thousand dollars, for the purposes of such associa- 
tion ; and to sell, convey, lease, and mortgage the same or 
any part thereof; to borrow money and issue bonds, and to 
do all and singular such acts as may be necessary to carry on 
the business and further the objects of said association. 

2. The property, affairs, business, and concerns of the cor- Board ef direo- 
poration hereby created, shall be managed by a president, annually dect<d 
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vice-president, and treasurer, and five directors; who together 
shall constitute a board of directors, to be elected annually, 
at such time and place as may be provided by the by-laws; 
and the present •flacers and managers of said association, as 
now constituted, shall be the officers and managers of said 
corporation until their present term of ofhce shall expire, 
and until others under the provisions of this act shall be 
elected in their place. All vacancies which may occur in 
said board, by death, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled 
by the said board. A majority of the members of said board 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

3. The purposes of said corporation shall be to provide, 
regulate, and maintain a suitable building room or rooms, 
for a cotton exchange in the city of Norfolk; to adjust con- 
troversies between its members; to establish just and equita- 
ble principles in trade; to maintain uniformity in its rules, 
regulations, and usages; to acquire, preserve, and dissemi- 
nate useful information connected with the cotton interests 
throughout all markets; to decrease the local risks attendant 
upon the business; and generally to promote the cotton trade 
of the cities of Norfolk and Portsmouth ; increase the amount, 
and augment the facilities with which it may be conducted. 
The said corporation shall have power to adopt a constitu- 
tion for its government, and to make all proper and needful 
by-laws not contrary to the laws and constitution of the 
state of Virginia or of the United States.

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That the town 
of Burkeville, in the county of Nottoway, and state of Vir- 
ginia, as the same is now laid off into lots, streets, and alleys, 
and as may hereafter be laid off into lots, streets, and alleys, 
shall be, and the same is hereby made a town corporate, by 
the name of Burkeville, and shall have and exercise all the 
rights, powers, and privileges, and shall be subject to all the 
duties, liabilities, and restrictions now imposed by law for 
the government of towns of less than five thousand inhabi- 
tants, or by any laws which may hereafter be enacted for 
the government of said town.

working on the roads (less the two days required of him by 
law) : provided he shall have employed not less than eight 
hands each day. But in any case in which it shall appear 
to the board that through the failure of those summoned to 
attend, as required, there have been less than eight hands 
employed, but necessary and valuable work has been done, 
they may allow a reasonable compensation, not exceeding 
fifteen cents for each hand so employed. The overseer of 
roads shall not, for any other services rendered by him, re- 
ceive any further or other compensation. 

7. The overseer of roads, and the sureties on his official 
bond, in addition to their liability for all property, tickets, 
and money which may come into his hands as ftverseer, and 
for which he shall fail to account when required, shall be 
liable for any failure or neglect to keep his roads and bridges 
in good order, or perform any other duty required bv law. 
The amount of such liability may be recovered by the board, 
or in their name, by suit in court, or upon the warrant of a 
justice, as the case may be; but nothing in this section shall 
be construed to exempt any such overseer from liability, 
upon indictment, for a failure to keep his roads and bridges 
in repair as now provided by law.

before named, the subscribers shall assemble in Luray, Vir- 
ginia, upon the call of the first five named corporators, or a 
majority of the same, to organize the company under this 
act, to elect a president and board of directors, whose term 
Election of offi- of office shall be three years*. Subsequent elections for pres- 
"""" ident and board of directors shall be made by the stockholders 

in general meeting, and their term of office shall be for one 
year, after the first under this act.

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Chap. 214. — An ACT to provide for the working of the roads in the 
county of Washington. 
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Approved March 29, 1877. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That it shall be 
lawful for the county of Washington, after the first day of 
May, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, to locate, open, 
change, and repair highways, roads and bridges, as follows: 

2. That for each magisterial district in the county, there is 
hereby created and established a board, consisting of the su- 
pervisor, a commissioner of roads, and one of the justices of 
the peace for each district; which board shall have the ex- 
clusive control of the roads, bridges, and ferries within iu 
limits, and all taxes levied for road purposes, and for building 
and repairing bridges, shall be expended in spid magisterial 
district, except as hereafter provided. The justice of the 
peace constituting a member of said board, shall be' chosen 
and designated by the supervisor and road commissioner con- 

. stituting the two other members of the board, and the com-, 
missioner of roads shall be appointed by the judge of the 
county court, as hereinafter provided. The designation of 
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the justice who is to serve on said board shall be in writing, 

and shall be preserved and recorded by tho board of road 

commissioners. The board hereby created and constituted, 

is declared to be a body politic and corporate, and shall be 

known and designated as The Board of Koad Commissioners Board of road 

for Magisterial District. SS^SrpwK* 

3. That the sub-road districts, as now laid out and described Sub-districts to 
by metes and bounds, shall remain as they now arc until they plSs<^bed now 
shall be changed by said board. 

4. That annually there shall be appointed by tho said Overseers ap- 
board, not later than the fourth Saturday in May, in each Pgatedannu- 
year, one overseer of roads for each sub-road district, not ex- 
ceeding three for any magisterial district, whose term of office 

shall be for one year, beginning on the first day of July suc- 
ceeding his appointment. He shall reside in the district for Residence 
which ho shall have been appointed, and shall have charge of 
the roads of his district. If any such overseer refuse to serve 
after being appointed, or fail to work the roads in his district 
when directed by the road commissioner, he shall be liable to 
a fine, on presentment by the grand jury, not exceeding Penalty 
twenty dollars; but any person, after being overseer for two when exempt 
consecutive years, may give up his office on producing a cer- 
tificate to the board from the road commissioner, or other 
satisfactory evidenco that the roads in his district are in pro- 
per order; and he shall not, within two years thereafter, be 
appointed overseer without his consent. 

5. That his duties shall be, to see that the roads in his dis- Duties 
triet are kept in good repair, that the bridges are in a safe 
condition, that the roads are kept free from obstruction, that 

all loose stones are removed ; aud he shall contract for all 
tools and implements necessary for working the roads, sub- 
ject to the approval of tho commissioner of roads, and shall 
have custody of the same, and shall perform such other du- 
ties as may be prescribed by law, or directed by tho board of 
road commissioners. His compensation shall be one dollar 
per diem for each day actually employed, to be, on the ap- 
proval and wan ant of the board of supervisors, paid out of 
the county treasury. 

6. That annually, at the May term of the county court, commissioner 
there shall be appointed by the judge of the court, for each ^ roads 
magisterial district, one commissioner of roads, whose term 

of office shall be for one year, beginning on the first day of Term 
July next succeeding his appointment; he shall reside in tho 
district for which he is appointed. Each commissioner of 
roads thus appointed, shall qualify before the judge of the 
county, in court, or during vacation; and shall, at the time 
of his qualification, give bond, with good personal security, Bond 
in not less than three hundred dollars, nor more than fifteen 
hundred dollars. 

7. That the commissioner of roads shall have charge of all Duties 
the roads in his magisterial district. His duty shall be to see 
that ajl the roads in his district are of the proper width, and 
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in all eases where they are not to notify the persons tres- 
passing by written notice; and it the obstructions are not 
removed after reasonable notice, not to exceed thirty days, 
he shall direct the overseer of the district to remove the 
fencing or other obstruction, and may recover the expenses, 
with costs, from the trespasser, upon judgment of a justice 
of the peace. He shall examine the roads in his district 
twice in each year, in the months of May and October and 
see that the roads and bridges are kept in good repair by the 
overseers and contractors; and if he shall find any overseer 
or contractor delinquent, he shall give him notice in writing; 
and on bis failure to comply .with the law or bis contract, 
shall make the necessary repairs and enforce paymen 1 1 hereof, 
as provided in section eleven of this act; but if upon such 
examination be shall find that such contractor or overseer 
has executed his contract or performed bis duty according to 
the law or bis contract, he shall give him a certificate to that 
effect, with a statement showing the amount such contractor 
or overseer is entitled to have offset against his road tax; 
such certificate to be given before the time fixed for the col- 
lection of said tax; and where work has been done by any 
person other than a contractor, under the direction of the 
overseer, it shall be the doty of such overseer to give a like 

Compensation certificate. His compensation shall be two dollars per diem 
for each day in wbich he has been or may be actually em- 
ployed in discharging bis duties under the provisions of this 
act, and to be after and only so far as the same shall be ap- 
proved by the board of supervisors for the county, who shall 
issue their warrant for the same upon the treasurer of the 
county, to be paid out of the county treasury: provided how- 
ever the amount of said allowance shall not, for any one 
commissioner, for any one year, exceed fifty dollars. 

The supervisor and justice of the peace constituting mem- 
bers of the board of road commissioners, shall be allowed for 
their services, as such, one dollar and fifty cents each per 
diem : provided however the sum allowed each of them for 
their services as such shall not exceed the sum of ten dollars 
for any one year, to be allowed and paid out of the county 
treasury, as in the case of the commissioner of roads and the 
overseers. 

8. That the commissioner of roads for the district, and the 
overseer of the sub-district, shall let to contract, at public 
letting, to the lowest and the best bidder; for a term of two 
years, (except in case of a new road, then it shall be let until 
the next general letting,) all the roads in each district, not 
exceeding two miles in one section. Of the time and place 
of which letting they shall give ten days' notice, by printed 
handbills posted in at least three places in each road district. 

Specifications The specifications of such contract shall be such as will effee- 
tuallj' open new roads, and constantly keep in repair and 
clear of all impediments to safe and convenient travel, all 
public roads; and ihey shall embrace the making and main- 
taining of sufficient bridges over such streams and ravines as 
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may need them; and in every case, except mountain roads, 
it shall be specified that the bed of the road shall be raised 
in the middle, and slope gradually each way to the sides, 
where ditches sufficient to carry off the water sh^ll be made 
and kept open : provided that the contract price shall in no 
case exceed the estimate made by tbe # overseer and commis- 
sioner of roads. 

9. That it shall be the duty of the said road commissioner, Duty of road 
and the overseer, within thirty days preceding the day of Sdorerseerto 
public letting, as directed in the preceding section of this act, ^,25^3- ^ 
(and within the same period of time preceding the expiration pu cr ° 

of each and every term of years thereafter,) to lay out and 
divide the public roads and highways in the said district into 
sections, not exceeding two miles in length, which they shall 
number and describe in a book kept for that purpose. They 
shall also distinctly specify therein what they deem necessary 
for the improvement and keeping in good repair the said pub- 
lic roads and highways, with an estimate of the amount of 
money which it will require to improve and keep in repair 
each and every section of the said roads, respectively, for the 
term of years approved of and designated as provided for in 
section seven of this act. The road book herein provided for 
shall be returned to and preserved by said board, and shall be 
open to the inspection of any citizen of the county. 

10. Each contractor shall sign his name in a book to be Contractor to 

. kept for that purpose by the commissioner of roads, and paid kfjb^k" 116 
for out of the district road funds, to a contract embracing all 
the specifications in relation to the roads contracted for by 
him, as provided by the eighth section of this act, as well as 
the contract price, the length of time contracted for, and the 
number and description of sections contracted for. All con- 
tractors shall give bond and security, in such'sum aa the board 
shall deem sufficient, in a penalty not less than twenty-five 
dollars, nor more than double the contract price. 

11. That if a contractor refuse or neglect to comply with Penalty for 
the law, or his contract, upon complaint the commissioner of tSLiot °con-~ 
roads shall, as soon as practicable, examine the road or sec- tractor 
tion, and if the complaint is well founded, shall give imme- 
diate notice in writing to the party to make or put his road 

Or section in repair according to law, or as the contract re- 
quires; and upon his failure to do so, the overseer shall pro- 
ceed to put the same in order, and the expense thereof, with 
costs of suit, shall be recovered by the commissioner of roads, 
in the name of the board, from the contractor and his secu- 
rities, as other debts are recoverable. 

12. That if any section remain unlet by reason of there Proviaion where 
being no bidder, or the amount offered be deemed unjust, the unlet 60 * 1011 w 
"commissioner of roads, and overseer of the district, may let 

the same by private contract, the contract price not to be 
more than estimated by the overseer and commissioner of 
roads; and no supervisor of said county, or commissioner of 
roads, or overseer of the roads therein, or other person au- 
thorized to represent the county in contracting for the work- 
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ing of any of the roads thereof, shall bo in any way interested 
in any contract provided for in this act; and any violation of 
this provision shall render the contract null and void; and 
in case there be no contract, the overseer of the district shall 
take charge of the road or section, and make or keep it in 
repair, and for that purpose may employ such number of la- 
borers, teams, wagons, ploughs, as may bo necessary, and a 
just allowance shall be made for the labor, teams, ploughs, 
and other implements which may be furnished by private in- 
dividuals, such allowance, not to exceed that paid by the 
county for like services immediately prior to the passage of 
this act; and a day's work shall be fixed at ten hours. 

13. That when any contractor shall die, or remove from his 
district, and shall have fully complied with the conditions of 
his contract to the date of his death or removal, the commis- 
sioner of roads and overseer, may release the said contractor 
from his contract, and shall let the sections for the remainder 
of the term, in the same way, and on the same conditions, as 
at the fir6t letting. 

14. That every petition for a new road, or to lay out, open, 
alter, or change a publio road, must first be presented to tho 
commissioner of roads in the district in which the road is, 
who shall endorse thereon his approval or disapproval of the 
same, and his reasons therefor, which petition, and commis- 
sioner's report shall bo laid before the county court at its 
next term, in open court, and the court shall appoint three 
discreet freeholders to view the ground of any new road, or 
of proposed change. The county or other competent surveyor 
shall accompany the viewers, and if necessary, survey and 
map the road. The whole number of viewers must view, but 
a majority may decide for or against, and they may view and 
make report of, and estimates for, any modification of the 
route. 

15. That notice of the time and place when the viewers 
shall meet, shall be given in some public manner in the 
vicinage of the proposed road at least five -days before the 
time of meeting. The viewers, before they proceed to dis- 
charge their duties, shall be severally sworu by the commis- 
sioner of roads, or some other person authorized to adminis- 
ter oaths, to perform their duties impartially and to the best* 
of their judgment. If they decide that there is public ne- 
cessity for the road, or change, they shall lay out the same, 
having respect to the shortest distance and the best ground, 
and so as to do the least injury to private property, and also, 
*\8 far as practicable, to be agreeable to the petitioners. They 
shall assess the damage done to land through which the road 
passes, taking into consideration the advantage to be derived 
from the road parsing through the land, and shall report in • 
writing to the next term of the court; but in no case shall 
any yard, garden, orchard, or any part thereof, be taken 
without the consent of the owner. 

16. That the court shall examine the amount of damages 
assessed, and if satisfied the public interest will be subserved 
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by its payment and the opening of the road, or the proposed 
change, shall approve the report, and order the damages and 
the expense of opening or changing the road to be paid by 
the mafgisterial district or districts through which the road 
may pass, in such proportion as the damages may have been 
assessed in the said districts respectively; but upon there- 
turn of the report of the viewers, the proprietors and tenants 
of land upon which said report will be, if established, shall 
be summoned to show cause against said report, and any pro- 
prietor or tenant of lands on which said road will be, if 
established, may enter himself a party defendant to said peti- 
tion, after which the same proceedings shall be had as under 
the general road law of the state, upon the return of the re- 
port of the commissioner of roads: provided that the viewers 
and surveyor shall be paid out of the county treasury. But 
whenever the road to be changed or opened, or the bridge to 
be built, is of such public and general importance as to make 
it proper that the cost thereof shall be borne by the whole 
county, the court may so order. 

17. That the county court shall, at the time when any new 
road is established, direct what width the road-bed shall be 
made, and shall have power to regulate the width of all 
roads: provided that the land condemned for any new road 
shall not be less in width than twenty feet. 

18. That the court may, at its discretion, grant a second 
or third review; the viewers to be paid the sura of one dollar 
per diem, and the county or other surveyor two dollars per 
diem, to be paid as provided for in section sixteen of this act. 

19. The labor of the able-bodied citizens of each road dis- 
trict in said county, or section thereof, not exempt under the 
present general road law of this state, shall be apportioned 
out by the commissioner and overseer of roads, or other per- 
son authorized to keep in repair the roads in such road dis- 
trict or a section thereof; and such contractor shall have all 
the rights and remedies for requiring such able bodied citizens 
to labor on the roads in their road district, or the section 
thereof in which they reside, not to exceed two days in each 
year, and for collecting and enforcing the fines and penalties 
imposed by the general road law of this state for failing to 
work the roads when summoned so to do. 

20. That the clerk of the county court shall keep a road 
docket, in which all proceedings in regard to roads in the 
county court shaU be kept of record. 

21. That in case of a road or a line dividing two magiste- 
rial districts, the commissioner of roads of the adjoining dis- 
tricts shall divide the said road between such districts in such 
way as will equitably divide the expense, if they can agree; 
and in case they cannot agree, the county court shall divide 
the same, and direct what part of said road shall be opened 
and kept in repair by each magisterial district. 

22. That under the direction of the commissioner of roads, 
the overseer shall erect at all points where roads cross, or 
intersect, or diverge from each other, suitable indicators, 
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showing the next most prominent place on the road, and the 
distance; a failure to comply with this provision shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than five dollars for each 
offence, and any person who defaces, removes, or in any way 
injures any indicator, shall be subject to a fine of five dollars, 
to be recovered by the commissioner of roads upon judgment 
of a justice of the peace; and* any overseer or contractor 
shall have power to enter upon any lands adjoining his road 
or section to make necessary repairs, drains, or ditches. 

23. That the board of road commissioners for their re- 
spective districts, shall, annually, in the month of July of 
each year, lay a road tax, not exceeding seven and a half 
cents on every one hundred dollars of value of property, real 
and personal, within their districts, and immediately certify 
the same to the commissioner of the revenue, who shall 
thereupon extend the said taxes in the copies of his books, 
to be delivered to the clerk of the county court and to the 
treasurer of the county. 

24. That the treasurer of the county shall collect the road 
tax in the same manner and at the same times and places as 
he receives the state and county taxes, and pay the same 
over to the commissioners of roads of the several districts. 
He shall be charged with the full amount of the road taxes 
levied for the year, and credited by all suras paid over in 
money or otherwise as herein provided. The treasurer shall 
receive as equivalent to money all accounts for labor, teams, 
plows, wagons, materials furnished, or for services rendered 
in any way, when properly certified by the commissioner or 
overseer, and the same shall be receipted for by the com- 
missioner as if paid to him in money. Each commissioner of 
roads acting under the provisions of this act, shall settle with 
the board of road commissioners on the first Monday in June 
of each year, or as soon thereafter as the said board shall 
meet, and account for all moneys received by him from the 
treasurer for road purposes.and pay over any balances in his 
hands to his successor in office, which shall be placed to the 
credit of the board and appropriated for road purposes. 

25. That all persons who shall make payment of road taxes 
on or before the first day of December, shall be entitled to a 
deduction of five per centum; and any person failing to pay 
any road taxes to the treasurer by the first day of December, 
shall incur a penalty equal in amount to that incurred for 
non-payment of state taxes, which shall be added to the road 
taxes and collected and accounted for as provided for in case 
of state and county taxes. 

26. That the board of road commissioners shall annually, 
on the first Monday in June, audit, adjust, and settle the ac- 
counts of the treasurer for the preceding year. They shall 
charge the treasurer with the full amount of the road tax 
levied in the district, and shall credit him by his commissions, 
delinquents, and all payments made by him to the commis- 
sioner of roads, for which he has the proper receipt.

The police department of the city of .Richmond shall Poiioe oommia- 
je under the general control and management of police com- riontM 
naiseioners thereof, who shall consist of the mayor and six 
citizens. The mayor shall be ex-officio president of the 
[>oard, and shall preside at its meetings, and shall have a vote 
in case of a tie. In his absence, the other members may 
select a president to act pro tempore. The other members 
shall be elected in tne month of July, by the two branches of 
the city council in the following manner, to-wit: at least ten 
days before the joint meeting of the council for such election, 
an order for such election shall be entered on the journals of 
the two branches of the council, and a copy of the same for- 
warded to the board of public interests of said city. The 
said board of public interests shall select, by a viva voce vote, 
which shall be recorded in their minutes, and a copy of the 
same forwarded with their nominations to the joint meeting, 
eighteen persons who are voter* in said city, and who shall 
be freeholders, and who shall not hold any office — state, mu- 
nicipal, or federal; the names of which eighteen persons shall 
be certified to the city council by the president of the board 
of public interests as the persons from whom the police com- 
missioners are to be selected, together with the recorded vote 
of said board of public interests as above required. From the 
eighteen names thus sent into the council by the board of 
public interests, the council, meeting in joint session, shall 
proceed to elect si*, one from each ward; but no person 
shall be elected who shall not receive a majority in each

6. Until the auditor of public accounts is prepared accord- 
ing to the provisions of the third and fourth sections of this 
act to put this act into operation, in any of the counties, 
cities or towns of this commonwealth, licenses shall be 
granted to applicants by the courts, according to the provi- 
sions of the license law now in force, or as it may be hero- 
after amended, but subject, nevertheless, to the provisions or 
this act; but as soon as the auditor is prepared to issue the 
register to any county, city or town, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the same shall be issued, and the licensed dealer shall, 
upon the payments thereafter required of him under the pro- 
visions of this act, have a credit for ten dollars paid for the 
use of the register, and shall be subject to all tbe provisions 
of this act: provided however, if he has already paid th& 
specific license tax required by the existing law for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, he shall not be required to pay the specifia 
license tax required by this act. 

7. The specific license tax on a retail liquor dealer or bar- 
room liquor dealer, shall be%paid by him semi-annually,. in 
advance, one-half at the time his license is granted, and the 
other half at tbe expiration of six months, and shall be as 
follows: In the country or in towns of two thousand inhab- 
itants or less, the tax shall be fifty dollars; and in towns of 
over two thousand inhabitants, the tax shall be one hundred 
dollars: provided that in the country or in towns of two 
thousand inhabitants or less, whenever the tax realized from 
the liquor register during the year amounts to tweuty-five- 
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dollars, the specific license tax shall be twenty-five dollars; 

and in towns of over two thousand inhabitants, whenever 

the tax realized from the said liquor register during the year 

amounts to fifty dollars, the specific license tax shall be fifty 

dollars; and if the dealer shall desire the privilege of selling, 

both as a retail dealer and a bar-room dealer, he may do so 

upon the payment of seventy-five dollars, if in the country 

or town of two thousand inhabitants or less; and in towns 

of more than two thousand inhabitants, upon the payment of 

one hundred and fifty dollars: provided that in the country 

or towns of two thousand inhabitants or less, whenever the 

tax realized from the liquor register, hereinbefore mentioned, 

during the year amounts to the sum of thirty-seven dollars 

and fifty cents, the specific tax shall be thirty-sfcven dollars 

and fifty cents; and in towns of more than two thousand 

inhabitants, whenever the tax realized from the said liquor 

register during the year amounts to seventy-five dollars, the 

specific tax shall be seventy-five dollars. Each retail dealer who to pay for 

and bar-room dealer, and ordinary keeper, shall, at the time regl8ter8 

the registers are fixed in his place of business, pay to the 

treasurer of his city or county, upon the certificate of the 

commissioner of the revenue, the sum of ten dollars for the 

use of each register so fixed in his place of business. And

And each retail liquor .dealer Additional tax 

shall, in .addition to the specific license tax hereinbefore dea^S* 1 Uquor 

imposed, pay a sum equal to two and one-half cents upon 

each half pint or fractional part thereof, of wine or alcoholic 

liquor, or mixture thereof sold by him ; and on amounts in 

excess of cme-half pint, up to and including one pint, five 

cents; on morto than one pint, up to and including one and 

one-half pints, seven and one-half cents; on more than one 

and one-half pints, up to and including two pints, ten cents; 

on four pints or one-half gallon, twenty cents; on one gallon, 

forty cents; and on each gallon in excess of one, up to and 

including five gallons, ten cents per gallon; and one-half 

cent for each half pint or fractional part thereof, of malt 

liquor sold by him; which sum so ascertained, shall be paid 

by him at such. time and in such manner as is prescribed in 

the next succeeding section. And it shall be the duty of Record of sales 

every retail liquor dealer to keep a book, as prescribed in the 

eleventh section of this act, in which he shall keep a record 

of all liquors sold by him, in quantities of more than one

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8. It shall be the duty of the commissioners of the revenue 
of the several counties, cities and towns within the common- 
wealth, to visit monthly, just previous to the term of the 
county "or corporation court, the places of business of all 
licensed retail and bar-room liquor dealers withip their respec- 
tive districts, licensed under the provisions of this act, and to 
carefully examine the register required, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, to be kept in their respective places of business„and take 
down and record in a book kept by the said commissioner of 
the revenue for that purpose, the number of drinks of wine, 
alcoholic and malt liquors, registered as sold within the last 
month by any bar-room keeper, and the aggregate number 
of gallons, or fractional parts thereof, of wine, alcoholic and 
malt liquor registered as sold by any retail dealer, and certify 
the same to the auditor of public accounts and the treasurer 
of the county or corporation, within five days, extending the 
tax at the rate indicated in the preceding section, and deliver 
to the court of his county or corporation, a copy of said cer- 
tificate, with the further fact, whether or not he found the 
register in good order, and whether, in his opinion, the 
licensed dealer has complied with the provisions of this act, 
and any other information deemed necessary and proper by 
him to be known to the court. 

9. It shall be the duty of the treasurers of the respective 
counties, cities, and towns to collect, immediately upon the 
receipt of certificates from the commissioners of the revenue, 
as required in the preceding section, from ever}' such dealer, 
the amount with which he is chargeable, as shown by said 
commissioners' certificate; and it shall be the duty of every 
such licensed dealer to pay the same immediately; and upon 
his failure so to do for five days, it shall be the duty of the 
treasurer of the county or corporation to proceed to collect 
the same in the manner as now provided by law for the col- 
lection of other taxes, and he shall have the power to distrain 
and sell; which failure shall also be deemed a forfeiture of 
his bond, and thereupon the treasurer shall give notice to the 
commonwealth's attorney, who shall, by motion, upon ten 
days' notice ; proceed against such dealer and his securities 
on his bond; and for such breach of the. condition of his 
bond, he shall be subject to a fine of double the amount of 
taxes due and in arrear, and costs of the prosecution : pro- 
vided however, that all fines imposed under the provisions of 
this section shall go into the general revenue of the state, 
and shall be applied to the literary fund. 

10. Any licensed retail or bar-room liquor dealer, for every 
wilful failure to perform any of the duties required of him 
under the provisions of the fifth section of this act, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, 
shall be fined not less than twenty nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars, one-third to go to the informer, for which such 
dealer and his sureties shall be liable on his bond, which may 
be collected by summary process, by motion, on ten days' 
notice, in the name of the commonwealth; and upon convic- 
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tion for a second violation of the provisions of said section, 
be shall forfeit his license, which shall not bo renewed for 
one year. Any person prosecuted for a violation of the pro- 
visions of the fifth section of this act, shall be allowed to testify 
in bis own behalf. 

11. Wholesale liquor dealers shall be licensed in the man- Wholesale li- 
ner prescribed in this act for retail and bar-room dealers, and < * uordealerB 
may, in addition to the wholesale license, obtain a license to 
sell by retail, as hereinafter provided. Under a lioense to 
sell • by wholesale, the dealer shall be allowed to sell only in 
quantities of five gallons or upwards; and under a license to 
sell by retail, in additiou to wholesale, he shall be allowed to 
sell in quantities of one gallon or more.

ness, it shall approve the same, and thereupon the commis-

Chap. 254. — An ACT to create a railroad commissioner for the state of 
Virginia, and to define his duties. 

Approved March 31, 1877. 

Railroad com- 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That there shall 
m smoner ^ e ft railroad commissioner for the state of Virginia, who 
shall not be a stockholder in, nor the owner of any bonds of, 
nor in the employment of, nor a contractor with, any railroad 
company created by the laws of this or any other state. The 
paid commissioner shall be elected by the general assembly 
Teimof office for the term of two years, and shall be subject to removal for 
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good cause. Ho shall have a clerk, to bo appointed by him- cietk 
self, who shall keep a full and faithful record of the proceed- 
ings of said commissioner, and serve notices, and perform 
such other official duties as may be required of him by tho 
commissioner. Befgre entering upon the duties of thdir re- * 
spective offices, the said commissioner and clerk shall make 
and subscribe an oath that they will faithfully perform the Oath 
said duties; and the said commissioner shall further make and 
subscribe an oath, that he is not a stockholder in, nor the 
owDer of any bonds of, nor in tho employment of, any rail- 
road company created by the laws of this or any other state, 
and that no such stock or bonds are held In trust for him. 
The said oaths shall be filed in the office of the board of pub- 
lic works, and an entry ot tho taking of such oaths shall bo 
made on the records of the proceedings of said commissioner, 
which shall be kept in his office.

3. Whenever, in tho judgment of the railroad commis- Where a com- 
sioner, it shall appear that any such corporation has violated {^cLu-u^&o 
any laws, or neglected in any respect or* particular to com- 
ply with the terms of its charter, or with the provisions of 

any of the laws of the commonwealth, especially in regard 
to the connections with other railroads, the rates of toll and 
the time schedule, he shall give notice thereof, in writing, to 
such corporation ; and if the violation or neglect is continued, 
after such notice, the commissioner shall make report of tho 
facts to tho board of public works, and such board shall, if 
upon enquiry into such facts it deems it proper or necessary, 
direct the said commissioner to make application to a circuit 
court, or a judge thereof, in vacation, for an injunction to re- 
strain the company complained of from further continuing 
to violate the law or the terms of its charter. 

4. Whenever, in tho judgment of the railroad commis- when a road 
sioner, it shall appear that repairs are necessary upon any J f* palr§ > 
such railroad, or that any addition to the rolling stock, or 

any enlargement of, or improvement in the stations or station- 
houses, or any modification in the rates of fare for transport- 
ing freight or passengers, or any change in the mode of ope- 
rating the road and conducting its business, is reasonable and 
expedient in order to promote the security, convenience and 
accommodation of the public, he shall give information in 
writing to the corporation o*f the improvements and changes 
which he attjudges to be proper; and if the said company 
shall fail, within sixty days, to adopt the requirements of 
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said commissioner, he shall make report thereof to the board 
of public works, for such action as it may deem expedient. 

5. Upon the complaint and application of the mayor and 
aldermen or council of any city or town, or trustees of any 
town, or the judge of the county court of any county within 
which any part of any such railroad is located, it shall be the 
duty of the railroad commissioner to make an examination 
of the physical condition and operation thereof. Betore pro- 
ceeding to make such examination in accordance with snch 
application, said commissioner shall give to the applicants 
and the corporation reasonable notice in writing of the time 
and place of entering upon the same. If upon such exami- 
nation it shall appear to said commissioner that the complaint 
alleged by the applicant is well founded, he shall so adjudge, 
and shall inform the corporation operating such railroad of 
his adjudication, in the same manner as is provided in section 
three ; and the company failing for sixty days after such 
notice to remove the cause of complaint, he shall make re- 
port thereof to the board of public works for such action as 
it may deem expedient. 

6. The railroad commissioner shall investigate the causes 
of any accident on a railroad resulting in loss of life, and of 
any accident not so resulting, which, in his judgment, shall 
require investigation. 

7. Every railroad corporation shall, at all times, on re- 
quest, furnish the railroad commissioner any information re- 
quired by him concerning the physical condition, manage- 
ment, and operation of its railroad, and particularly with 
copies of time, tolls, and also with the rates for transporting 
freight and passengers upon its road, and other roads with 
which its business is connected. 

8. No request or advice of the railroad commissioner shall 
have the effect to impair, in any manner or degree, the legal 
duties and obligations of any railroad corporation, or its legal 

.liability for the consequence of its acts, or of the neglect or 
mismanagement of any of its agents or servants. 

9. The railroad commissioner shall make an annual report 
to the legislature of his doings, including such statements, 
facts, and explanations, as will disclose the actual working 
of the system of railroad transportation, in its bearing upon 
the business and prosperity of the commonwealth ; and such 
suggestions as to the general railroad policy of the common- 
wealth, or as to any part thereof, or as to the condition, af- 
fairs, or conduct of any of the railroad corporations, as may 
seem to him appropriate, with a special report of all acci- 
dents, and the causes thereof, for the preceding year. 

10. The said commissioner shall require the annual returns 
to be made by railroad companies in manner and form, and 
at the time now provided for by law, and shall be authorized 
to require returns to be made of such other matters as he 
may deem expedient. When the return received from any 
corporation is defective, or probably erroneous, the commis- 
sioner shall notify the corporation to amend the same within 
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fifteen days. The commissioner shall prepare such tables* 
and abstracts of all the returns he shall deem expedient, 
and his annual report shall be transmitted to the governor 
of the commonwealth, on or before the first Wednesday in 
January in each year, to be laid before the legislature. The 
originals of the return or returns as amended, subscribed, 
ami sworn to by the directors of the corporations, shall be 
preserved in the office of the commissioner. 

11. The annual salary of the railroad commissioner shall Salaries, *o 
be three thousand dollars, and of his clerk fifteen hundred 
dollars, payable quarterly by the auditor of public accounts, 

in the manner hereinafter provided. The commissioner shall 
be provided with an office in the capitol, or in some other 
suitable place in the city of Richmond, in which his records 
shall be kept. He may employ and take with him experts, 
or other agents, whose services he mayjieem to be tempo- 
rarily of importance; and he may draw upon the auditor of 
public accounts of the commonwealth for a sum, not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars annually, to be expended by him in 
the payment of such experts or agents for their services, and 
in procuring necessary books, maps, statistics and stationery, 
and in defraying expenses incidental and necessary to the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office. A statement of such ex- 
penses shall accompany his annual report. 

12. The annual expenses and salaries of said railroad com- Who to bear 
missioner and his clerk, including office rent, if any, not to ^p 611 * 88 
exceed four hundred dollars per annum, shall be borne by the 
several corporations owning or operating railroads, according 

to their gross income, to be apportioned by the auditor of pub- 
lic accounts. On or before the first day of July, in each year,

tice; said motion to be in his name, for the benefit of the 
railroad commissioner. 

13. The railroad commissioner shall employ an expert when Mayempioyex- 
necessary, to be paid out of the* fund herein provided; and per ^ 

said commissioner, his clerk and expert, shall be transported T^ajeiiiig ex- 
free on every railroad in this state, when travelling on official *"* 
business. 

14. This act shall be in force from its passage.

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That 
the several magisterial districts of Warren county shall be 
each a separate road district; and it shall be the duty of the 
board of supervisors of said county, at their first meeting 
after the adoption by a majority of the qualified voters of 
said county at the election hereinafter provided for of this 
act, and annually thereafter, at their regular meeting on the 
first Wednesday in November, to appoint one road commis- 
sioner for each magisterial district, who shall hold his office 
until the first day of January of each year, or until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualified. Said commissioners shall 
qualify by taking the oath of office prescribed by the general 
law, and enter into bond with such security and In such 
penalty as may be required and approved by said board of 
supervisors for the faithful performance of their duties. And 
if oy reason of death, resignation, removal, or refusal to 
serve, a vacancy shall occur in the office of said road com- 
missioner of any magisterial district, the said board of super- 
visors sha^l, at their meeting next succeeding said vacancy, 
appoint some suitable person to fill the unexpired term of 
the road commissioner so vacated. 

2. The supervisor of the magisterial district, the road 
commissioner appointed as above for said district, and such 
justice of the peace within said district as they may select, 
shall constitute a board of road commissioners for 8*\id dis- 
trict. The supervisor as aforesaid to be chairman of said 
board. They shall, as soon as organized, appoint one of their 
number to act as clerk, who shall give bond, to be approved 
by said district board, in the penalty .of not less than two 
hundred dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

3. Said district board shall meet each within their respec- 
tive districts as soon as practicable, and if necessary, redis- 
trict the roads in sub-districts, or adopt the same as now 
divided; and it shall be the duty of each board to appoint 
annually an overseer of roads for each sub-district, who shall 
hold his office until the first day of January of each year, or 
until his successor is appointed and qualified. The said over- 
seer of roads shall be a resident of the sub-district for which 
he is appointed, who shall qualify before entering upon the 
duties of his office by taking the oath of office prescribed by 
law before one of the justices of the magisterial districts, or 
before the chairman of the board of said commissioners, who 
is hereby authorized to administer the same; and shall enter 
into a bond with a penalty to be prescribed by the board, but 
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not less in any case than double the amount and value of 
any property and money which will probably come into his 
hands during the year, conditioned that he will account for 
such property and money that pass into his hands as such 
overseer, and in all other respects faithfully discharge the 
duties of his office; such bond shall be acknowledged T>ofore 
a justice or chairman of the board, with sureties to be ap- 
proved by at least two of the members of said board, re- 
turned to the clerk of the county board of supervisors, and 
kept by him with the other records of his office. 

4. There shall be regular meetings of the district board on Meetings of 
the first and fourth Mondays in October of each year. At nSto^tSS^ 
the meeting on the first Monday in October, the several ^over- acted 
seers of roads shall make their reports and statements of ac- 
counts. The board shall proceed to audit and settle the 
same, and if not completed in one day, may adjourn from 
time to time until all accounts are audited. Said accounts, 
when allowed by said district board, shall be entered up in a 
book kept for that purpose by the clerk of said board in the 
name of each party, amount due and properly numbered; 
and for settlement of same, warrants shall be drawn, num- 
ber, name, and amount as above mentioned, plainly set out 
therein, upon the county treasurer, signed by said clerk and 
countersigned by chairman of said board. At the meeting 
on the fourth Monday in October, the said board shall ap- 
point the overseers of roads for the sub-districts within their 
district for the ensuing year; shall also select a clerk, each 
of whom shall qualify as aforesaid. They shall also at this 
meeting make an estimate of the amount of tax necessary 
to be levied upon all property, real and personal, of the 
magisterial district assessed for the state revenue, to be made

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly, That the fifth 
section of an act entitled an act to amend and re-enact an act 
entitled an act to incorporate the town of Abingdon, passed 
March eleventh, eighteen hundred and thirty-four, be amen- 
ded and re-enacted so as to read as follows: 

§ 5. That the said council shall appoint a treasurer, pre- 
scribe his duties, and direct the penalty in which he snail 
execute his bond, payable to said corporation, with such se- 
curity as they may approve, conditioned for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties, as they may be prescribed by said, 
council. The said council shall also have power to make.such 
by-laws and ordinances, not contrary to the laws and consti- 
tution of this state or of the United States, as they may 
think necessary for the improvement of the streets and alleys 
of said town, and for protecting them from injury; for pro- 
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tecting property in said town against accidents by fire, for 
organizing fire companies, and authorizing the purchase of 
fire engines, hose and other apparatus thereto belonging; for 
keeping the public springs and wells in good condition ; for 
regulating the erection of privies and prescribing their loca- 
tion; for keeping the Btreets and alleys in repair; for remo- 
ving and abating nuisances within the limits of the said town, 
at the expense of those who occasion them, or otherwise; for 
establishing or regulating markets, and erecting market- 
houses; for regulating butchers' stalls and Blaughter-houses; 
for prescribing rules for the orderly and regular building of 
houses and chimneys; for the location of stables and cow- 
sheds; for the regulation of all shops; for prohibiting hogs 
or dogs from running at large within the limits ot said town, 
without their owners; for preventing exhibitions of stud- 
horses on public days in the streets; and generally, such other 
by-laws as they shall deem necessary for regulating the police 
and preserving the peace, good order, and government of the 
said town ; and to enforce the observance of the said by-laws 
and ordinances, under penalties not exceeding the sum of 
twenty dollars for any one offence. The said council shall 
also have power to levy and collect annually a tax, not ex-

Be it enacted by thf> general assembly, That chapter 
tio^^eaiSr ©igbty-five of the Code of Virginia, edition of eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-three; chapter one hundred and forty-one 
of the Acts of Assembly of eighteen hundred and sixty-six- 
seven; chapters seventy-five, and three hundred and seventy- 
five, of the Acts of Assembly of eighteen hundred and seven- 
ty-two-three ; chapters one hundred and fifty-six, one hundred 
and eighty-six, and two hundred and twenty-eight, of the

2. And be it further enacted, That the subject of the earn- N «* Uw **>- 
pling and sale of tobacco, and warehouse charges, shall be ** 
hereafter subject to the provisions of this act; that is to say: 

3. The several county and corporation courts may authorize warehouses 
the erection of tobacco warehouses, or may establish the 

same; which said warehouses shall be constructed, or shall 
have been constructed, so as to keep safely and securely, and 
guard against fire and weather, as far as practicable, all to- 
bacco stored therein; and shall at all times (Sundays ex- 
cepted), be kept open, and in good repair for receiving, stor- 
ing, selling, and delivering tobacco: provided that the owner 
or owners of warehouses shall have the right to close his or 
their warehouse at pleasure, after publishing such intention 
for four weeks in some newspaper published in the city or 
county in which such warehouse is established, or, if no news- 
paper is published in such county, then for four successive 
weeks at the front door of the courthouse thereof. 

4. The governor shall, in January or February, eighteen samplers 
hundred and seventy-eight, and every fourth year thereafter, 

by and with the advice and consent of the sen ate,, appoint 
two samplers of tobacco for each public warehouse. 

5. Vacancies in the office of sampler shall be filled in the Vacancies 
same manner that the original appointment was made, or by 

the governor, if the general assembly is not in session. 

6. The term of office of said samplers shall commence on When term of 
the first day of October next succeeding such appointment, mantes ™" 
and continue for four years, and until their successors are 
qualified. 

7. The court of any county or corporation wherein there Bond 
is a public warehouse, shall take a bond from every person 
appointed a sampler of such warehouse; such bond shall be 

in the penalty of ten thousand dollars. Within thirty days 
after the executiop of any such bond, the clerk of the court 
in which it is given shall transmit a copy to the auditor of 
public accounts. If he fail to do so, he shall forfeit one hun- 
dred dollars. 

8. Each sampler may nominate to the governor a deputy, Deputies 
who, if accepted by him, after taking the oath required by 

law, in case his principal shall be unable to attend to his du- 
ties, may do and perform the duties of his principal sampler; 
the said principal, and his sureties on his official bond, being 
responsible for ail the acts of his deputy. 

9. If any samplers of tobacco shall fail to qualify and give Failure to quai- 
bond, according to law, within sixty days after his appoint- ^ vacatc * ofl< * 
ment, bis Office shall be deemed vacant. 

10. New samplers, appointed at any such warehouse, shall New samplers 
give to those whom they succeed, a receipt, containing the 
numbers, marks, and gross tare, and net weight, of every 
hogshead or cask of tobacco which shall be then at the ware- 
bouse. They shall be thereupon chargeable with the delivery 

of such hogsheads and casks of tobacco, but in no way ac- 
countable for any loss of weight or defect of quality of said 
tobacco, which may have occurred without their fault. 
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11. They shall uncase and break every hogshead, cask, 
tierce, or box of tobacco brought to be samp'edj weigh, sam- 
ple, mark, or brand the same, as "Virginia," or "Western," 
according to the facts; and also, with the name of the ware- 
house, the tare of the hdgshead, cask, tierce, or box ; the 
quantity of net tobacco therein, and the condition thereof. 
The net weight shall be ascertained by weighing the hogs- 
head, cask, tierce, or box, before it is uncased, and deducting 
therefrom the weight of the empty hogshead, cask, tierce, or 
box. The sample shall not exceed eight pounds weight, and 
shall belong to the buyer. 

12. The sampler shall thereupon give a receipt or note for 
every such hogshead, cask, tierce, or box, if required by the 
owner, in the following form, if the tobacoo be good, sound, 
well conditioned, and merchantable:

Refused tobacco 13. Where any tobacco received at any warehouse to be 
sampled, shall be found to be not good, sound, well-conditioned, 
merchantable, and clear of trash, the sampler, in addition to 
the marks required as to passed tobacco, if required by the 
owner, shall also give a receipt in the form prescribed for 
passed tobacco, except that the word "refused" shall be 
plainly written on the face thereof, instead of the word 
"passed." If the tobacco be of good quality, and only too 
high in order for shipment, then the sampler shall not mark 
the receipt "refused," but shall mark it with the words "too 
high." If the tobacco sampled shall be western, the receipt 
shall so state. 

Penalties 14. Any person, who shall fraudulently make any false 

mark or brand upon, or with a fraudulent intent alter, oblit- 
erate, or remove any mark or brand, or shift the contents of 
such hogshead, cask, tierce, or box, or cause the same to be 
done, shall, for every such offence, forfeit fifty dollars. And 
if any person use, or permit to be used on any hogshead, 
cask, tierce, or box of tobacco, any name, brand, or mark 
indicating the name of a planter who neither raised nor sold 
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said tobacco, he shall forfeit twenty dollars for qach hogs- 
bead, cask, tierce, or box so falsely marked or branded ; and 
if any person other than the owner, or the authorized agent 
of such owner, shall alter, obliterate, or remove any mark or 
brand upon any prized package of tobacco, or otherwise 
divert said prized package from the warehouse to which it 
was directed to be weighed and sampled, he shall forfeit fifty 
dollars for each offence. 

15. Before any unmanufactured western, tobacco, whether Western tobac- 
etemmed or unstemmed, brought to Virginia in hogsheads °° 

or prized packages, shall be offered for sale, or shipped, or 
exported therefrom except such tobacco in transitu, the owner 
thereof, his agent, or a sampler of tobacco, shall mark or 
brand each hogshead or package with the words "western 
tobacco." If any person shall sell or offer for sale, or shfcll 
ship or export any such tobacco representing the same by 
marks, brands, or otherwise as Virginia tobacco, he shall 
pay a fine of not less than fifty nor more than one hundred 
dollars, for each hogshead or package so sold or offered for 
Bale — one-half to go to the use of the state, and the other 
half to the informer. 

16. The samplers shall receive and weigh all loose tobacco Loose tobacco 
brought to their warehouses, and give certificates for the 

same, and issue manifests thereof when delivered out. 

17. The samplers shall, immediately on the delivery of Sampler* to 
any tobacco to their warehouses, if required by the person ***• wceipts 
bringing the same, give a receipt therefor, describing the 

same as unsampled tobacco. Any sampler refusing to do so, 
shall pay the owner of such tobacco fifty dollars. 

18. Any sampler who shall deliver from his warehouse any Penalty 
tobacco, without an order from the owner or his authorized 
agent, shall, for every hogshead, cask, or parcel of tobacco 

so delivered, forfeit to the owner one hundred and fifty dollars. 

19. The samplers shall furnish with all tobacco delivered 
out of their warehouses, if required by the owner or his 
authorized agent, a manifest or list of the same, describing, 
as in notes, receipts, or certificates given therefor, when the 
the same was inspected, or in manifest thereof, when received 
from another warehouse. 

20. All notes, or receipts and manifests, shall be on printed Manifests 
blanks, and the date inserted at full length. 

21. Every sampler who shall issue a note, receipt, or mani- Notes to be 
fest, in any other manner than is prescribed by law, shall ******* 
forfeit one hundred dollars. 

22. The sampler of any warehouse, at the request of the Eesampiing 
owner or his authorized agent, of the sampled tobacco so 

stored therein, shall, resample and weigh it, and if found to 
be damaged, or that any part of it has been embezzled, it 
shall be so entered on their books, and shall be subject to the 
order of the owner. 

23. If any sampler shall deliver out, in discharge of any Penalties 
note or receipt, other tobacco than that for which the same 

was issued, or shall alter or shift any tobacco from the hogshead 
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or cask, in, which the same was received, except in a case ex- 
pressly authorized by law, he shall forfeit for every such 
offence one hundred and fifty dollars. 

24. If any sampler shall fail to deliver any tobacco, when 
it is demanded, to the owner thereof, or his authorized agent, 
he shall forfeit to such owner double the value of such to- 
bacco. 

To keep certain 25. The samplers shall provide and keep books, in which. 

books, c they shall enter the numbers, weights, marks, and owner's 

names of all tobacco received, sampled, or delivered out by 
them, as well as at the time the same was received, as at the 
time the same was sampled or delivered out, and note the 
state and condition of each hogshead, cask, -tierce or box; 
and in which, also, they shall keep fair and true accounts of 
all "money received by them to the use of the proprietors of 
the warehouses. 

Penalty 26. If any ^ampler shall, directly or indirectly, buy, stem, 

or manufacture any tobacco other than tobacco grown on his 
own plantation, he shall forfeit ten dollars for every hundred 
pounds of tobacco so bought, stemmed or manufactured. 

irresponsibility 27. If any hogshead or cask of tobacco shall be delivered 
out by any samplers, and received by the owner, such sam- 
plers, from the time of such delivery, shall be discharged 
from any liability for the said tobacco being unsound or un- 
merchantable, or of less quantity than the notes or receipts 
given for the same specify, unless it shall be proven that such 
loss was due to the negligence of the sampler. 

Fees 28. There shall be paid to said samplers for each hogshead, 

cask, tierce or box, weighing not less than five hundred 
pounds, sampled by them, one dollar for opening, sampling, 
coopering up, furnishing nails, marking and weighing, to be 
paid by the owner. For a review, the fees shall not exceed 
one dollar; and for re-sampling, the fee shall be the same. 

Rent • 29. For each hogshead, cask, tierce or box of tobacco, 

weighing not less than five hundred pounds, received, sam- 
pled, stored or delivered out of any warehouse, rent shall be 
paid to the samplers at the following rates, to wit:. Seventy-* 
five cents for a period not exceeding four months, or any 
part thereof, and ten cents for each month after four months, 
or any part of the said month, that the tobacco shall remain 
in said warehouse, to be paid by the purchaser or persons to 
whom the hogshead, cask, tierce or box is delivered, which 
rent shall be for the exclusive use of the proprietors of the 
warehouse. 

Fees 30. For every hogshead, cask, tierce or box, of the weight 

aforesaid, of sampled tobacco, received on storage at any 
warehouse, there shall be paid to the samplers thereof one 
dollar. 

31. There shall be paid to the samplers of each hogshead, 
cask, tierce or box, of five hundred pounds and over, de- 
livered out of their warehouse, fifty cents, to be paid by the 
person to whom the hogshead, cask, tierce or box is delivered.

house in which it was originally sampled, there shall be but 
one storage fee, and one outage fee, for each hogshead, cask, 
tierce or box: provided that should there be any extra sto- 
rage on said re-sampled tobacco, it shall attach to the re- 
sampled number, and be paid by the purchaser. 

32. For such services by the samplers, and for storage, as 
are mentioned in the preceding sections, one-half the amount 
prescribed therein shall be paid, where the hogshead, cask, 
tierce or box is of less weight than five hundred pounds, to 
be paid by the persons mentioned in said sections. 

33. For all loose tobacco sold at any public warehouse, the 
following charges shall be paid, to wit: For any quantity of 
loose tobacco, there shall be paid by the owner eight cents on

35. An additional sampler, when called to act by reason of Additional sam- 
the disagreement in opinion, or the absence, or to sample §{Sgreement f 
the tobacco of qther samplers, shall be paid, in the first case, 

out of the fees of the other samplers, in proportion to the 
time he shall officiate; in all oilier cases, out of the tees of 
the sampler who is absent, or whose tobacco is to be sampled. 

36. No sampler of tobacco shall divide his sample fees with Dirisionof fees 
any person, nor shall any sampler or proprietor of any ware- p* 01 ^ 1 * ** &c 
house pay to another a bonus to induce tobacco to be carried 

to his warehouse; and if any sampler or proprietor of any 
warehouse shall violate this provision, or shall demand or re- 
ceive for his services any other fees, greater or less than are 
allowed by law, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor; 
and any agent or representative of any person tor the sale of 
tobacco, who receives any rebate or bonus of any part of the 
sampler's fees, or warehouse fees, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and in the discretion of the jury, may be pun- 
ished by fine of not less than twenty nor more than'one hun- 
dred dollars: provided that nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued to prevent any sampler or proprietor of a warehouse 
from making and- publishing a uniform reduction for the ben- 
efit of the public generally, of the fees to be charged at his 
warehouse for the services of such sampler, or the rent of 
such warehouse, respectively; the judges of the county and 
corporation courts shall give this act in charge to the grand 
juries, in such counties and cities as have public tobacco ware- 
bouses situated therein. 
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37. The samplers of each warehouse shall account for aud 
pay to the proprietors thereof, on the tenth day of April, the 
tenth day of July, the tenth day of October, and the tenth 
day of January, in each year, all money received, or which 
ought to be received by them, to the use of said proprietors. 
And the proprietors of every such warehouse shall keep, free 
of charge to the planter and owner of tobacco, an open policy 
of insurance upon their respective warehouses, sufficient to 
cover every loss by fire or water which any person having 
tobacco stored therein may sustain ; and for a failure so to 
do, they shall be liable to the owners thereof for any damage 
or loss that they may sustain by reason of any partial or 
total destruction of said tobacco by fire or water. 

38. Every commission merchant or other person, to whom 
unmanufactured tobacco, in hogsheads or packages, owned by 
a farmer or planter, is consigned for sale, shall stoVe such 
tobacco in a public warehouse, unless otherwise instructed 
in writing by the owner at the time of shipment, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person to offer such unmanufactured to- 
bacco, when so stored in a public warehouse, for sale by sam- 
ple, unless such sample has been drawn and certified by a 
sampler of tobacco appointed by the governor, and qualified 
according to law: provided that the owner of any package 
of prized tobacco for himself, or his authorized agent acting 
for him, may have the same exposed for sale, uncased, and 
uncovered and sampled, as loose tobacco, in the presence of 
both buyer and seller, without being sampled according to 
the provisions of this section. 

39. The proprietor of every warehouse shall have provided 
proper scales or balances and weights, and all other proper 
conveniences, and see that they are kept in repair, and that 
the weights conform to the lawful standard. 

40. On complaint to the governor of neglect of duty or 
misconduct by a sampler, he shall hear the said complaint, 
upon giving notice of the time and place of hearing to said 
sampler, and upon being satisfied that the complaint is sus- 
tained, he shall remove the sampler. 

41. If any person use, or permit to be used, on any cask, 
box or kejg of manufactured tobacco, any brand or mark in- 
dicating a place or a manufacturer different from the place in 
which, or the manufacturer by whom it was really manu- 
factured, he shall forfeit ten dollars for each cask, box, or 
keg so falsely marked or branded, one-balf whereof shall be 
to the informer. 

42. None of the provisions of this act, other than the pre- 
ceding section, shall be construed to apply to manufactured 
tobacco.

6. The overseer of roads shall receive a compensation of Compensation 
one dollar a day for every day he is actually engaged in 
summoning hands: provided he shall have summoned not 

less than eight hands each day; and one dollar and twenty- 
five cents a day for every day he is actually engaged in 
working on the roads, (less the two days required of him by 
law): provided he shall have employed not less than eight 
hands each day. But in any case in which it shall appear to 
the board, that through the failure of those summoned to 
attend as required, there have been less than eight hands 
employed, but necessary and valuable work has been done, 
they may allow a reasonable compensation, not exceeding 
fifteen cents for each hand so employed.

deposited with the treasurer of the state registered converti- 
ble coupon bonds of the state of Virginia, or of public cor- 
porations guaranteed by the state of Virginia, or bonds 
of the United States, or bonds of the cities of Eichmond, 
Petersburg, Lynchburg, Norfolk, Portsmouth, Alexandria, 
Danville or Staunton, or first mortgage railroad bonds of a 
railroad company chartered by this state, or bonds of indi- 
viduals residents of this state, executed for money loaned by 
paid company since the third day of February, eighteen 
hundred and sixty -six, and secured by deed of trust on real 
estate in this state worth double the value of such loan or 
debt, together with the policies of insurance upon the pro- 
perty so mortgaged, approved by the said treasurer, or bonds 
of municipal corporations of this state, secured by deed of 
trust on real estate to an amount which shall be equal to five 
per centum of the capital stock or assets of the company 
depositing the same, such deposit being estimated at the 
market value thereof at the time such deposit is made: pro- 
vided that in no case shall any company receive a license to 
do business in this state without first making a deposit of 
securities according to the provisions of this act, the cash 
value of which shall be at least ten thousand dollars; and no 
company shall be required to deposit such securities to an 
amount exceeding, in cash value, fifty thousand dollars: 
provided further, that the provisions of this section shall not . 
be construed as applying to foreign insurance companies 
doing exclusively a marine insurance business in this state, 
or to any company where exclusive business is insurance 
against accidents by means of accident tickets or policies.

porations as may become associated with them in the man- 
ner hereinafter provided, shall be and they are hereby con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name ot The 
Petersburg, Massanutta and Toledo railway; and by that 
Object, &c namo shall have all the powers, rights and franchises neces- 
sary and proper to locate, construct and maintain a* narrow 
or broad-guage railroad, as the board of directors may deter-

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county, in the state of Virginia, and to run thence through 
Brocks' gap 4 by the most practicable route, to some point on 
Ihie Virginia and West Virginia state line, in the said county 
of Rockingham \ and said company are authorized to extend 
Itieir line eastward by way of Massanutta to the city of Pe- 
tersburg, Virginia, and to build a branch from any point on 
the said rdad north of the Blue Ridge to Washington city or 
Georgetown, in the District of Columbia. Said company is 
authorized to consolidate its line with any connecting road 
now completed which shall of its own will so consolidate. 

§ 4. The capital stock of said company may be increased, Capital stock 
from time to time, by the board of directors, to such an 
amount as they may deem necessary for the interest of the 
company, not exceeding the maximum capital stock prescribed 
in this act; and the board of directors of said company, to 
fully construct and equip said railway, shall have power to 
issue bonds to an amount not exceeding twenty-five thousand 
dollars per mile, in sums not less than one hundred dollars. 
each, and bearing interest not exceeding eight per centum, 
payable, principal and interest, at such times and places and 
in such manner as may be deemed most advantageous to said 
company; and may secure the same by one or more mort- 
gages on the road, franchises, income, and the real and per- 
sonal property of the company, or such parts thereof as may 
be designated in the mortgage or mortgages.

Chap. 363. — An ACT for the working and keeping in order the public 
roads in Alexandria county. 

Approved April 4, 1877. 

1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of Virginia, That Boards of road 
. for each magisterial district there is hereby created and JSSvWedfor 18 

established a Doard consisting of the supervisors, a commis- Alexandria co. 
sioner of roads, and one justice of the peace, for each district, 
which board shall have exclusive control of the roads, bridges, 
and ferries within its limits; and all taxes levied for road 
purposes, and for building and repairing bridges, shall be 
expended in said magisterial district, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

2. The board hereby created and constituted is declared incorporated 
to be a body politic and corporate, and shall be known and 

described as The Board of Commissioners of Roads for 

Magisterial District. 

3. That at the regular election in May, eighteen hundred commissioners 
and seventy-seven, and every two years thereafter, there of roads 
shall be elected in each magisterial district one commissioner 
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of roads, who shall reside in the district for which he is 
elected, and whose term of office shall be for two years, be- 
ginning on the first day of July next succeeding his election 1 
Each commissioner of roads so elected, shall qualify at the 
time and in the manner prescribed by law for the qualifica- 
tion of magisterial district officers, and shall, at the time of 
his qualification, or before he enters upon the discharge of 
the duties of his office, give bond, with good personal secu- 
rity, in the sum of five hundred dollars. 

4. The justice of the peace constituting a member of said 
board, shall be chosen and designated by the three justices 
of the peace elected and commissioned in the several magis- 
terial districts; said designation shall be in writing, and 
shall be preserved and recorded by the board of commie- 
sioners of roads. 

5. That the commissioner of roads shall have charge of all 
the roads in his magisterial district. His duty shall be to 
see that all the roads in his district are of the proper width, 
and fn all cases where they are not, to notify the persons 
trespassing by written notice; and if the obstructions are 
not removed after reasonable notice, not to exceed ninety 
days, he shall direct the overseer of roads of the sub-district 
to remove the fencing or other obstructions, and may re- 
cover the expenses, with costs, from the trespasser, upon a 
judgment by a justice of the peace. He shall examine the 
roads in his district twice in each year, in the months of 
February and August, and see that the roads and bridges 
are kept in good repair by the overseer. He shall keep ac- 
curate accounts of all moneys received and.expended by him 
in his jurisdiction, and shall exhibit the books in which said 
accounts are kept, together with all the vouchers correspond- 
ing therewith, to the board of commissioners of roads, at 
their annual meeting in June in each year, or often er, if re- 
quired by said board. His compensation shall 'be two dol- 
lars per day for each day in which he may bo actually em- 
ployed in the discharge of his duties under the provisions of 
this act, to be paid by the county treasurer as hereinafter 
prescribed: provided however, that persons applying for a 
new road, or to lay out, open, alter, or change a public road, 
shall, when the same is rejected by the board, be charged 
with the per diem compensation of the commissioner of roads, 
as well as all other expenses of reviewing and surveying 
connected therewith. 

6. The sub-road districts as now laid out and described by 
metes and bounds, within the lines of the present magisterial 
districts, shall remain as they now are until changed by the 
board of commissioners of roads. 

7. That there shall be appointed by the board of commis- 
sioners of roads, not later than the fifteenth day of July, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, and every two years 
thereafter, one overseer of roads for each sub-district, whose 
term of office shall be for two years, beginning on the first 
day of August next succeeding his appointment. He shall 
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reside in the sub-district for which he shall have been ap- 
pointed, and shall have charge of the roads of his sob-district. 
His duty shall be to see that the roads in his sub-district are 
kept in good repair; that the bridges ar*e in safe condition; 
that the roads are kept free from obstructions ; that all loose 
stones are removed; and shall notify all persons required by 
him to work on said roads, according to the assignment of 
hands, which shall be made by the board of commissioneis. 
of roads. He shall contract for all tools and implements 
necessary for working said roads, subject to the approval of 
the commissioner of roads, and shall have custody of the 
name, and shall perform such other duties as may be pre- 
scribed by the board of commissioners of roads. His com- 
pensation shall be two dollars per day for each day actually 
employed. He shall keep an accurate account of all labor 
performed, and of all moneys and penalties received and 
expended by him in the employment of labor, teams, 
implements, or for other purposes, and shall exhibit the 
books in which said accounts are kept, together with all the 
vouchers corresponding therewith, to the board of commis- 
sioners of roads at their annual meeting in June in each year, 
or such other times as may be required of him by said board. 
If any overseer shall refuse to serve after being appointed, 
or fail to perform any of the duties herein prescribed, he shall 
be liable to a fine, on presentment by the grand jury, not 
exceeding fifty dollars. But any person who has served as 
ovefseer, may, at the expiration of "the term for which he 
was appointed, give up his office on producing a certificate 
to the said board from the commissioner of roads, or other 
satisfactory evidence, that the roads in his sub-districts are 
in proper order, and on paying over to said board any funds 
in his hands, and he shall not, within two years thereafter, 
be appointed overseer without his consent. 

8. That the board of commissioners of roads for the several Contract* 
districts may, in their discretion, let to contract, at public 
letting, to the lowest and best bidder, for a term of three 
years, (except in case of a new road, then it shall be let until 
the next general letting), any or all the roads in each sub- 
district, in sections of such length as they may determine. 
Of the time and place of such letting they shall give notice 
by printed hand-bills, posted at the courthouse dodr, and at 
at least two other places in each sub-district, at least thirty 
days "previous to the day of letting. The specifications of 
said contracts shall be such as will effectually open new roads, 
and constantly keep in repair and clear of impediments to 
sale and convenient travel all public roads; and they shall 
embrace the making and maintaining of sufficient bridges 
over such streams and ravines as may need them, and in 
every ease it shall be specified that the bed of the road shall 
be raised in the centre and slope gradually each way to the 
sides, where ditches sufficient to carry off the wuter shall be 
made and kept open: provided that in no case shall the con- 
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tract price exceed the estimate made by the commissioner 
and overseer of roads. 

9. That it shall be the duty of said commissioner and over- 
seer, within thirty days preceding the day of public letting, 
as directed in the preceding section, (and within the same 
period of time preceding .the expiration of each and every 
term of years thereafter), to lay out and divide the public 
roads in said district into sections of such length as they may 
determine, which they shall number and describe, and cause 
to be recorded in the book in which the board of commis- 
sioners of roads shall keep a record of the proceedings of 
said board. They shall also distinctly specify therein what 
they deem necessary for the improvement and keeping in 
good repair the said public roads, with an estimate of the 
amount of money which it will require to improve and keep 
in repair each and every section of said roads respectively, 
for the term of years approved of and designated as provi- 
ded for in section eight of this act. The record book herein 
provided for shall be preserved by the said board, and shall 
be open to the inspection of any citizen of the county. 

10. The board of commissioners of roads shall keep a book, 
by commission- t0 bo kn()wn as «R ad Contracts and Bonds," in which shall 

be recorded all contracts, embracing the specifications in re- 
lation to the roads contracted for, corresponding with the 
specifications named- in section nine of this act, as well as the 
contract price, the length of time contracted for, and the 
number and description of the section contracted for, to which 
record each contractor shall sign his name. There shall be 
appended to each contract a bond, to be signed by the con- 
tractor and such of his sureties .which may be deemed suffi- 
cient by said board, in a penalty not less than twenty-five 
dollars, nor more than double the contract price; and if a 
contractor refuse to comply with the law or his contract, 
upon complaint, the commissioner of roads shall, as soon as 
practicable, examine the road or section, and if the complaint 
is well founded, shall give immediate notice in writing to the 
contractor to make or put his road or section in repair, ac- 
cording to law, or as the contract requires; and upon his failure 
to do so, the overseer, when required in writing by the com- 
missioner of roads, shall proceed to put the same in order; 
and the expense thereof, with costs of suit, shall be recovered 
by the commissioner of roads, in the name of the board of 
commissioners of roads, from the contractor and his sureties 
as other debts are recoverable.

tion thereof; and any contractor under this act shall have all 
the rights and remedies for requiring such able-bodied resi- 
dents to labor on the roads in the road district, or section 
thereof, in which they reside, not to exceed two days in each 
year, and for collecting and enforcing the fines and penalties 
imposed by the general road laws of this state for failing to 
work on said roads when summoned so to do.

way as will equitably divide the expense; and in case they 
cannot agree, the county court shall divide the same, and 
direct what part of said road shall be opened and kept in 
repair by each of the magisterial districts. 

15. That under the directions of the commissioner of roads, sign-boards, &c 
the overseer of roads shall erect at all points where roads 
intersect or diverge from each other, suitable indicators, 
showing the next most prominent place on the road, or beyond 

its terminus, and the distance thereto; a failure to comply, 
with this provision shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than five dollars for each offence; and any person who de- 
faces, removes, or in any way injures any indicator, shall be 
subject to a like fine, to be recovered by the commissioner of 
roads upon judgment of a justice of the peace; and any 
overseer or contractor shall have power to enter upon any 
lands adjoining his road or section to obtain materials for 
making necessary repairs, or to make drains or ditches, upon 
giving reasonable notice to the owner or person found occu- 
pying said lands, of the necessity for said materials.

Leaving the actual debt proper , $29,489,326 38 
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CONSTITUTION OF VIRGINIA. 

[Published with the Acts of Assembly, pursuant to law.] 

"Whereas, the delegates and representatives of the good people 
of Virginia, in convention assembled, on the twenty-ninth day of 
June, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-six, reciting and declaring, that whereas George the Third, 
king of Great Britain and Ireland and elector of Hanover, before 
that time entrusted with the exercise of the kingly office in the 
government of Virginia, had endeavored to pervert the same into a 
detestable and insupportable tyranny, by putting his negative on 
laws the most wholesome and necessary for the public good; by 
denying his governors permission to pass laws, of immediate and 
pressing importance, unless suspended in their operation for his 
assent, and when so suspended, neglecting to attend to them for 
many years; by refusing to pass certain other laws, unless the per- 
sons to be benefited by them would relinquish the inestimable right 
of representation in the legislature; by dissolving legislative assem- 
blies repeatedly and continually, for opposing with manly firmness, 
his invasions of the rights of the people; when dissolved, by refus- 
ing to call others for a long space of time, thereby leaving the 
political system without any legislative head; by endeavoring to 
prevent the population of our country, and for that purpose obstruct- 
ing the laws for naturalization of foreigners; by keeping among us, 
in time of peace, standing armies and ships of war; by affecting to 
render the military independent of, and superior to the civil power; 
by combining with others to subject us to a foreign jurisdiction, giv- 
ing his assent to their pretended acts of legislation for quartering 
large bodies of armed troops among us; for cutting off our trade 
with all parts of the world; for imposing taxes on us without our 
consent; for depriving us of the benefit of the trial by jury; for 
transporting us beyond the seas for trial for pretended offences; for 
suspending our own legislatures, and declaring themselves invested

with power to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever; by plunder- 
ing our seas, ravaging our coasts, burning our towns, and destroy- 
ing the lives of our people; by inciting insurrection of our fellow- 
subjects with the allurements of forfeiture and confiscation; by 
prompting our negroes to rise in arms among us — those very negroes 
whom, by an inhuman use of his negative, he had refused us per- 
mission to exclude by law; by endeavoring to bring on the inhabi- w 
tants of our frontiers the merciless Indian savages, whose known 
rule of warfare is an undistinguished destruction of all ages, sexes, 
and conditions of existence; by transporting hither a large army of 
foreign mercenaries to complete the work of death, desolation, and 
tyranny, then already begun, with circumstances of cruelty and 
perfidy unworthy the head of a civilized nation ; by answering our 
repeated petitions for redress with a repetition of injuries; and 
finally, by abandoning the helm of government and declaring us out 
of his allegiance and protection ; by which several acts of misrule, 
the government of this country, as before exercised under the crown 
of Great Britain, was totally dissolved — did, therefore, having ma- 
turely considered the premises, and viewing with great concern the 
deplorable condition to which this once happy country would be 
reduced unless some regular, adequate mode of civil policy should 
be speedily adopted, and in compliance with the recommendation 
of the general congress, ordain and declare a form of government 
of Virginia: 

And whereas, a convention held on the first Monday in October, 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine, did pro- 
pose to the people of this commonwealth an amended constitution, 
or form of government, which was ratified by them : 

And whereas, the general assembly of Virginia, by an act passed 
on the fourth of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty, did provide for the election, by the people, of delegates 
to meet in general convention, to consider, discuss, and propose a 
new constitution, or alterations and amendments to the existing 
constitution of this commonwealth; and by an act passed on the 
thirteenth of March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-one, did further provide for submitting the same to the people 
for ratification or rejection; and the same having been submitted 
accordingly, was ratified by them: 

And whereas, the general assembly of Virginia, by an act passed 
on the twenty-first day of December, in the year one thousand eight 
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hundred and sixty-three, did provide for the election, by the people, 
of delegates to meet in general convention to consider, discuss, and 
adopt alterations and amendments to the existing constitution of 
this commonwealth, the delegates so assembled, did, therefore, 
having maturely considered the premises, adopt a revised and 
amended constitution as the form of government of Virginia: 

And whereas the congress of the United States did, by an act 
passed on the second day of March, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-seven, and entitled "an act to provide for the 
more efficient government of the rebel states," and by acts supple- 
mentary thereto, passed on the tweuty-third day of March, and the 
nineteenth day of July, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-seven, provide for the election, by the people of Virginia, 
qualified to vote under the provisions of said acts, of delegates to 
meet in convention to frame a constitution, or form of government 
for Virginia, in conformity with said acts; and by the same acts 
did further provide for the submitting of such constitution to the 
qualified voters for ratification or rejection : 

We, therefore, the delegates of the good people of Virginia, 
elected, and in convention assembled, in pursuance of said acts, 
invoking the favor and guidance of Almighty God, do propose to 
the people the following constitution and form of government for 
this commonwealth : 

ARTICLE I. 

BILL OF RIGHTS. 

A Declaration of Bights, made by the representatives of the good people 
of Virginia, assembled in fall and free convention, which rights do per- 
tain to them and their posterity, as the basis and foundation of govern- 
ment. 

1. That all men are by nature equally free and independent, and 
have certain inherent rights, of which, when they enter into a state 
of society, they cannot, by any compact, deprive or divest their pos- 
terity; namely, the enjoyment of life and liberty, with the means 
of acquiring and possessing property, and pursuing and obtainiug 
happiness and safety. 

2. That this state shall ever remain a member of the United 
States of America, and that the people thereof are part of the 
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American nation, and that all attempts, from whatever source or 
upon whatever pretext, to dissolve said union or to sever said nation, 
are unauthorized and ought to be resisted with the whole power of 
the state. 

3. That the constitution of the United States, and the laws of 
congress passed in pursuauce thereof, constitute the supreme law of 
the land, to which paramount allegiance and obedience are due from 
every citizen, anything in the constitution, ordinances or laws of any 
state to the contrary notwithstanding. 

4. That all power is vested in, and consequently derived from, the 
people; that magistrates are their, trustees and servants, and at all 
times amenable to them. 

5. That government is, or ought to be, instituted for the common 
benefit, protection, and security of the people, nation or commu- 
nity ; of all the various modes and forms of government, that is 
best which is capable of producing the greatest degree of happiness 
and safety, and is most effectually secured against the danger of 
maladministration ; and that when any government shall be found 
inadequate or contrary to these purposes, a majority of the com- 
munity hath an indubitable, inalienable, and indefeasible right to 
reform, alter or abolish it, in such manner as shall be judged most 
conducive to the public weal. 

6. That no man, or set of men, are entitled to exclusive or sepa- 
rate emoluments or privileges from the community but in consid- 
eration of public services; which, not being descendible, neither 
ought the offices of magistrate, legislator or judge to be hereditary. 

7. That the legislative, executive, and judicial powers should be 
separate and distinct; and that the members thereof may be re- 
strained from oppression, by feeling and participating the burthens 
of the people, they should, at fixed periods, be reduced to a private 
station, return into that body from which they were originally taken, 
and the vacancies be supplied by frequent, certain, and regular 
elections, in which all or any part of the former members to be 
again eligible or ineligible, as the laws shall direct. 

8. That all elections ought to be free, and that all men, having 
sufficient evidence of permanent common interests with, and attach- 
ment to, the community, have the right of suffrage, and cannot be 
taxed or deprived of their property for public uses, without their 
own consent, or that of their representatives so elected, nor bound

by any law to which they have not in like manner assented, for the 
public good. 

9. That all power of suspending laws, or the execution of laws 
by any authority, without consent of the representatives of the 
people, is injurious to their rights and ought not to be exercised. 

10. That, in all capital or criminal prosecutions, a man hath a % 
right to demand the cause and nature of his accusation, to be con- 
fronted with the accusers and witnesses, to call for evidence in his 
favor, and to a speedy trial by an impartial jury of his vicinage, 
without whose unanimous consent he cannot be found guilty; nor 
can he be compelled to give evidence against himself; that no man 
be deprived of his liberty, except by the law of the land or the judg- 
ment of his peers. 

11. That excessive bail ought not to be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishment inflicted. 

12. That general warrants, whereby an officer or messenger may 
be commanded to search suspected places without evidence of a fact 
committed, or to seize any person or persons not named, or whose 
offence is not particularly described and supported by evidence, are 
grievous and oppressive, and ought not to be granted. 

13. That in controversies respecting property, and in suits between 
man and man, the trial by jury is preferable to any other, and 
ought to be held sacred. 

14. That the freedom of the press is one of the great bulwarks 
of liberty, and can never be restrained but by despotic governments, 
and any citizen may speak, write, and publish his sentiments on all 
subjects, being responsible for the abuse of that liberty. 

15. That a well-regulated militia, composed of the body of the 
people trained to arms, is the proper, natural and safe defence of 
a free state; that standing armies, in time oi peace, should be 
avoided as dangerous to liberty, and that in all cases the military 
should be under strict subordination to, and governed by, the civil 
power. 

16. That the people have a right to uniform government; and, 
therefore, that no government separate from, or independent of, 
the goverment of Virginia ought to be erected or established 
within the limits thereof. 

17. That no free government, or the blessings of liberty, can be * 
preserved to any people but by a firm adherance to justice, modera- 
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tion, temperance and virtue, and by a frequent recurrence to funda- 
mental principles. 

18. That religion, or the duty which we owe to our Creator, and 
the manner of discharging it, can be directed only by reason and 
conviction, not by force or violence; and, therefore, all men are 
equally entitled to the free exercise of religion according to the dic- 
tates of conscience; and that it is the mutual duty of all to practice 
christian forbearance, love and charity towards each other. 

19. That neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, except as 
lawful imprisonment may constitute such, shall exist within this 
state. 

20. That all citizens of the state are hereby declared to possess 
equal, civil and political rights and public privileges. 

21. The rights enumerated in this bill of rights shall not be con- 
strued to limit other rights of the people not therein expressed. 

The declaration of the political rights and privileges of the inhabi- 
tants of this state is hereby declared to be a part of the constitution 
of this commonwealth, and shall not be violated on any pretence 
whatever. 

ARTICLE II. 

DIVISION OF POWERS. 

The legislative, executive and judiciary departments shall be sep- 
arate and distinct, so that neither exercise the powers properly 
belonging to either of the others; nor shall any person exercise the 
power of more than one of them at the same time, except as here- 
inafter provided. 

ARTICLE IEL 

ELECTIVE FRANCHISE AND QUALIFICATIONS FOR OFFICE. 

Sec 1. Every male citizen of the United States, twenty-one years 
old, who shall have been a resident of the state twelve months, and 
of the county, city, or town in which he shall offer to vote, three 
months next preceding any election, and shall have paid to the state, 
before the day of election, the capitation tax required by law, for 
the preceding year, shall be entitled to vote for members of the 
general assembly, and all officers elected by the people: provided 
that no officer, soldier, seaman, or marine of the United States 
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army or navy shall be considered a resident of this state by reason 
of being stationed therein: and provided, also, that the following 
persons shall be excluded from voting: 

First. Idiots and lunatics. 

Second. Persons convicted of bribery in any election, embezzle- 
ment of public ftmds, treason, felony, or petit larceny. 

Third. No person who, while a citizen of this state, has, since 
the adoption of this constitution, fought a duel with a deadly weapon, 
sent or accepted a challenge to fight a duel with a deadly weapon, 
either within or beyond the boundaries of this state, or knowingly 
conveyed a challenge, or aided or assisted in any manner in fighting 
a duel, shall be allowed to vote or hold any office of honor, profit, 
or trust, under this constitution. 

Sec. 2. All elections shall be by ballot, and all persons entitled to 
vote shall be eligible to any office within the gift of the people, ex- 
cept as restricted in this constitution. 

Sec. 3. All persons entitled to vote and hold office, and none 
others, shall be eligible to sit as jurors. 

Sec. 4. No voter, during the time of holding any election at which 
he is entitled to vote, shall be compelled to perform military service, 
except in time or war or public danger, to work upon public roads, 
or to attend any court as suitor, juror or witness; and no voter shall 
be subject to arrest, under any civil process during his attendance 
at elections, or in going to or returning from them. 

Oath of Office. 

Sec. 5. All persons, before entering upon the. discharge of any 
function as officers of this state, must take and subscribe the follow- 
ing oath or affirmation : 

"I, , do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will sup- 
port and maintain the constitution and laws of the United States, 
and the constitution and laws of the state of Virginia; that I recog- 
nize and accept the civil and political equality of all men before the 

law, and that I will faithfully perform the duty of to the 

best of my ability: So help me God." 
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ARTICLE IV. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Governor. 

Sec. 1. The chief executive power of this commonwealth shall 
be vested in a governor. He shall hold office for a term of four 
years, to commence on the first day of January next succeeding his 
election, and be ineligible to the same office for the term next suc- 
ceeding that for which he was elected, and to any other office during 
his term of service. 

Sec 2. The governor shall be elected* by the voters at the times 
and places of choosing members of the general assembly. Returns 
of elections shall be transmitted, under seal, by the proper officers, 
to the secretary of the commonwealth, who shall deliver them to 
the Speaker of the House of Delegates on the first day of the next 
session of the general assembly. The Speaker of the Souse of 
Delegates shall, within one week thereafter, in presence of a 
majority of the Senate and House of Delegates, open the said 
returns, and the votes shall then be counted. The person having 
the highest number of votes shall be declared elected; but if two or 
more shall have the highest and an equal number of votes, one of 
them shall be chosen governor by the joint vote of the two houses 
of the general assembly. Contested elections for governor shall be 
decided by a like vote, and the mod% of proceeding in such cases 
shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 3. No person, except a citizen of the United States, shall be 
eligible to the office of governor; and if such person be of foreign 
birth, he must have been a citizen of the United States for ten 
ypars next preceding his election ; nor shall any person be eligible 
to that office unless he shall have attained the age of thirty years, 
and have been a resident of this state for three years next preceding 
his election. 

Sec 4. The governor shall reside at the seat of government; 
shall receive five thousand dollars for each year of his service, and 
while in office shall receive no other emolument from this or any 
other government. 
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Sec. 5. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed ; 
communicate to the general assembly, at every session, the .condi- 
tion of the commonwealth; recommend to their consideration such 
measures as he may deem expedient, and convene the general assem- 
bly, on application of two-thirds of the members of both houses 
thereof, or when, in his opinion, the interest of the commonwealth 
may require it. He shall be commander-in-chief of the land and 
naval forces of the state; have power to embody the militia to repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection and enforce the execution of the 
laws; conduct either in person or in such other manner as shall be 
prescribed by law, all intercourse with other and foreign states; and 
during the recess of the general assembly, to fill pro tempore, all 
vacancies in those offices for which the constitution and laws make 
no provision; but his appointments to such vacancies shall be by 
commissions to expire at the end of thirty days after the commence- 
ment of the next session of the general assembly. He shall have 
power to remit fines and penalties in such cases and under such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed by law, and except when 
the prosecution has been carried on by the House of Delegates, to 
grant reprieves and pardons after conviction ; to remove political 
disabilities consequent upon conviction for offences committed prior 
or subsequent to the adoption of this constitution, and to commute 
capital punishment; but he shall communicate to the general as- 
sembly, at each session, particulars of every case of fine or penalty 
remitted, of reprieve or pardon granted, and of punishment com- 
muted, with his reasons for remitting, granting, or commuting the 
same. * 

Sec. 6. He may require information in writing from tHe officers 
in the executive department upon any subject relating to the duties 
of their respective offices; and may also require the opinion, in 
writing, of the attorney-general upon any question of law connected 
with his official duties. 

Sec. 7. Commissions and grants shall run in the name of the 
commonwealth of Virginia, and be attested by the governor, with: 
the seal of the commonwealth annexed. 

Sec 8. Every bill which shall have passed the Senate and House 
of Delegates, and every resolution requiring the assent of both 
branches of the general assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor; if he approve, he shall sign it; but if 
not, he shall return it with his objections, to the house in which it 
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shall have originated, who shall enter the objections at large on 
their journal and proceed to reconsider it. If, after such considera- 
tion, two-thirds of the members present shall agree to pass the bill 
or joint resolution, it shall be sent together with the objections, to 
the other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if 
approved by two-thirds of all the members present, it shall become 
a law, notwithstanding the objections of the governor. But iu all 
such cases the votes of both houses shall be determined by ayes and 
noes, and the names of the members voting for and against the bill 
or joint resolution, shall be entered on the journal of each house 
respectively. If any bill or resolution shall not be returned by the 
governor within five days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall be a law in like manner as if 
he had signed it, qnless the legislature shall, by their adjournment, 
prevent its return, in which case it shall not be a law. 

Lieutenant- Governor. 

Sec. 9. A lieutenant-governor shall be elected at the same time 
and for the same term as the governor, and his qualification and 
the manner of his election, in all respects, shall be the. same. 

Sec 10. In case of the removal of the governor from office, or of 
his death, failure to qualify, resignation, removal from the state, or 
inability to discharge the powers and duties of the office, the said 
office, with its compensation, shall devolve upon the lieutenant- 
governor; and the general assembly shall provide by law for the 
discharge of the executive functions ip other necessary cases. 

Sec. 11. The lieutenant-governor shall be President of the Sen- 
ate, but shall have no vote except in case of an equal division ; and 
while acting as such, shall receive a compensation equal to that 
allowed to the Speaker of the House of Delegates. 

Secretary of the Commonicealtk, T) % easurer and Auditor. 

Sec. 12. A secretary of the commonwealth, treasurer, and audi- 
tor of public accounts, shall be elected by the joint vote of the two 
houses of the general assembly, and continue in office for the term 
of two years,* unless sooner relieved. The salary of each shall be 
determined by law. 

Sec 13. The secretary shall keep a record of the official acts of 
the governor, which shall be signed by the governor and attested 
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by the secretary; and when required, he shall lay the same, and any 
papers, minutes and vouchers pertaining to his office, before either 
house of the general assembly; and shall perform such other duties 
as may be prescribed by law. All fees received by the secretary 
shall be paid into the treasury. 

Sec. 14. The powers and duties of the treasurer and auditor shall 
be such as are now or may hereafter be prescribed by law. • 

Sec. 15. There may be established in the office of the secretary 
of state, a bureau of statistics and a bureau of agricultural chemis- 
try and geology, under such regulations as may be prescribed by 
law. 

Sec. 16. The general assembly shall have power to establish a bu- 
reau of agriculture and immigration, under such regulations as may 
be prescribed. 

Board of Public Works. 

Sec. 17. There shall be a board of public works, to consist of the 
governor, auditor, and treasurer of the commonwealth, under such 
regulations as may be prescribed by law. 

ARTICLE V. 

Legislative Department. 

Sec 1. The legislative power of this commonwealth shall be 
vested in a general assembly, which shall consist of a Senate and 
House of Delegates. 

Sec. 2. The House of Delegates shall be elected biennially by 
the voters of the several cities and counties, on the Tuesday suc- 
ceeding the first Monday in November, and shall, from and after 
the Tuesday succeeding the first Monday in November, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-nine, consist of not more than one hundred 
and not less than ninety members. 

Sec 3. From and after the same date,. the Senate shall consist of 
not less than thirty-three nor more than forty members. They 
shall be elected for the term of four years — for the election of 
whom the counties, cities, and towns shall be divided into districts. 
Each county, city, and town of the respective districts shall, at the 
time of the first election of its delegate or delegates under this 
amendment, vote for one or more senators. The senators first 
elected under this amendment, in districts bearing odd numbers, 
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shall vacate their offices at the end of two rears; and those elected 
in districts bearing even numbers, at the end of fomr years; and 
vacancies occurring by expiration of term, shall be filled by the elec- 
tion of senators for the fall term. 

Sec. 4. Any apportionment of senators and members of the House 
of Delegates, shall be made at the regular session of the general as- 
sembly next preceding the Tuesday after Jthe first Monday in No- 
vember, eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, or sooner. A reap- 
portionment shall be made in the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, and every tenth year thereafter. 

Qualifications of senators and delegates. 

Sec. 5. Any person may be elected senator who, at the time of 
election is actually a resident within the district, and qualified to 
vote for members of the general assembly according to this consti- 
tution; and any person may be elected a member of the House of 
Delegates, who, at the time of election, is actually a resident within 
the county, city, town, or election district, qualified to vote for 
members of the general assembly according to this constitution. 
But no person holding a salaried office under the state government 
shall be capable of being elected a member of either house of the 
general assembly. The removal of any person elected to either 
branch of tie general assembly, from the city, county, town, or 
district for which he was elected, shall vacate his office. 

Powers and duties of the general assembly. 

Sec. 6. The general assembly shall meet once in two years, and 
not oftener, unless convened by the governor in the manner pre- 
scribed in this constitution. No session of the general assembly, 
after the first under this amendment, shall continue longer than 
ninety days, without the concurrence of three-fifth9 of the members 
elected to each house; in which case the session maybe extended 
for a further period, not exceeding thirty days. Neither house ' 
during the session of the general assembly, shall, without the con- 
sent of the other, adjourn for more than three days, nor to any 
other place than that in which the two houses shall be sitting. A 
majority of the members elected to* each house shall constitute a 
quorum to do business; but a smaller number may adjourn from 
day to day, and shall have power to compel the attendance of. 
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absent members in such manner and under such penalty as each 
house may prescribe. 

Sfec. 7. The House of Delegates shall choose its own Speaker, 
and in the absence of the lieutenant-governor, or when he shall ex- 
ercise the office of governor, the Senate shall choose, /rom their 
own body, a president pro tempore; and each house shall appoint 
its own officers, settle its own rules of proceeding, and direct writs 
of election for supplying intermediate vacancies; but if vacancies 
shall occur during the recess of the general assembly, such writs 
may be issued by the governor, under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by law. Each house shall judge of the election, qualifi- 
cation and returns of its members; may punish them for disorderly 
behaviour, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a mem- 
ber. 

Sec 8. The members of the general assembly shall receive for 
their services a salary, to be ascertained by law, and paid out of the 
public treasury; but no act increasing such salary shall take effect 
until after the end of the term for which the members of the House ' 
of Delegates voting thereon were elected; and no senator or dele- 
gate,^ uring the term for which he shall have been elected, shall be 
appointed to any civil office of profit under the commonwealth, 
which has been created, or the emoluments of which have been in- 
creased during such term, except offices filled by election by the 
people. 

Sec 9. Bills and resolutions may originate in either of the two 
houses of the general assembly, to be approved or rejected by either, 
and may be amended by either house, witb the consent of the other. 

Sec. 10. Each house of the general assembly shall keep a journal 
of its proceedings, which shall be published from time to time, and 
the yeas, and nays of the members of either house, on any question, 
shall, at the desire of one-fifth of those present, be entered on the 
journal. No bill shall become a law until it has been read on three 
different days of the session in the house in which it originated, un- 
less two-thirds of the members in that house shall otherwise deter- 
mine. 

Sec 11. The members of the general assembly shall, in all cases 
except treason, felony, or breach of the peace, be privileged from 
arrest during the sessions of their respective houses; and for any 
speech or debate in either house, they shall not be questioned in any 
other place. They shall not be subject to arrest, under any civil 
52 
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process, during the session of the general assembly, nor for fifteen 
days next beforq the convening, and after the termination of each 
session. 

Sec. 12. The whole number of members to which the state may 
at any time be entitled in the House of Representatives of the Uni- 
ted States, shall be apportioned, as nearly as may be, amongst the 
several counties, cities and towns of the state, according to their 
population. 

Sec 13. In the apportionment the state shall be divided into dis- 
tricts, corresponding in number with the representatives to which 
it may be entitled in the House of Representatives of the Congress 
of the United States, which shall be formed, respectively, of con- 
tiguous counties, cities and towns; be compact, and include, as nearly 
as may be, an equal number of population. 

Sec. 14. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be 
suspended, unless when, in cases of invasion or rebellion, the public 
safety may require it. The general assembly shall not pass any bill 
of attainder, or any ex post facto law, or any law impairing the ob- 
ligation of contracts, or any law, whereby private property shall be 
taken for public uses without just compensation, or any law abridg- 
ing the freedom of speech or of the press. No man shall be com- 
pelled to frequent or support any religious* worship, place or minis- 
try whatsoever, nor shall any man be enforced, restrained, molested 
or burthened in his body or goods, or otherwise suffer, on account 
of. his religious opinions or belief, but all men shall be free to pro- 
fess, and by argument to maintain, their opinions in matters of re- 
ligion, and the same shall in nowise affect, diminish or enlarge their 
civil capacities. And the general assembly shall not prescribe any 
religious test whatever, or confer any peculiar privileges or advan- 
tages on any sect or denomination, or pass any law requiring of au- 
thorizing any religious society, or the people of any district within 
this commonwealth, to levy on themselves or others any tax for the 
erection or repair of any house of public worship, or for the sup- 
port of any church or ministry, but it shall be left free to every per- 
son to select his religious instructor, and to make for his support 
such private contract as he shall please. 

Sec. 15. No law shall embrace more than one object, which shall 
be expressed in its title; nor shall any law be revived or amended 
with reference, to its title, but the act revived or the section amended, 
shall be re-euacted and published at length. 
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Sec. 16. The governor, lieutenant-governor, judges, and all others 
offending against the state, by maladministration, corruption, neg- 
lect of duty, or other high crime or misdemeanor, shall be impeach- 
able by Ijae House of Delegates, and be prosecuted before the 
Senate, which shall have the sole power to try impeachment. "When 
sitting for thaf purpose, they shall be on oath or affirmation, and no 
person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds of 
the membera present. Judgment, in case of impeachment, shall not 
extend further than to removal from office, and disqualification to 
hold or enjoy any office of honor, trust or profit under the common- 
wealth; but the party convicted shall, nevertheless, be subject to 
indictment, trial, judgment, and puuishment according to law. 
The Senate may sit during the recess of the general assembly for 
the trial of impeachment. 

Sec. 17. The general assembly shall not grant a charter of incor- 
poration to any church or religious denomination, but may secure 
the title to church property to an extent to be limited by law. 

Sec. 18. No lottery shall hereafter be authorized-by law; and the 
buying, selling or transferring of tickets or chances in any lottery, 
shall be prohibited. 

Sec. 19. No new county shall be formed with an area of less than 
six hundred square miles; nor shall the county or counties from 
which it is formed be reduced below that area; nor shall any county 
having a population less than ten thousand, be deprived of more 
than one-fifth of such population ; nor shall a county, having a larger 
population, be reduced below eight thousand. But. any county, the 
length of which is three times its mean breadth, or which exceeds 
fifty miles in length, may be divided at the discretion of the general 
assembly. In all general elections the voters in any county, not 
entitled to separate representation, shall vote in the same election 
district. 

Sec 20. The general assembly shall confer, on the courts the 
power to grant divorces, change the names of persons, and direct 
the 6ale of estates belonging to infants and other persons under legal 
disabilities, but shall not, by special legislation, grant relief in such 
cases, or in any other case of which the courts or other tribunals 
may have jurisdiction. 

Sec. 21. The general assembly shall provide for the annual regis- 
tration of births, marriages and deaths. 
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Sec. 22. The manner of conducting and making returns of elec- 
tions, of determining contested elections, and of filling vacancies in 
office, in cases not specially provided for by this constitution, shall 
be prescribed bylaw; and the general assembly may declare the 
cases in which any office shall be deemed vacant, where no provision 
is made for that purpose in this constitution. 

Sec. 23. The legislature shall have power to provide for the gov- 
ernment of cities and towns, and to establish such courts therein as 
may be necessary for the administration of justice. 

Sec. 24. The general assembly shall have power, by a two-third 
vote, to remove disabilities incurred under clause third, section one, 
article third of this constitution, with reference to duelling. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Judiciary Department 

Sec. 1. There shall be a supreme court of appeals, circuit courts, 
and county courts. The jurisdiction of these tribunals, and the 
judges thereof, except so far as the same is conferred by this consti- 
tution, shall be regulated by law. 

Sec. 2. The supreme court of appeals shall consist of five judges, 
any three 6f whom may hold a court. It shall have appellate juris- 
diction only, except in cases of habeas corpus, mandamus and prohi- 
bition. It shall not have jurisdiction in civil cases where the matter 
in controversy, exclusive of costs, is less in value or amount than 
five hundred dollars, except in controversies concerning the title or 
boundaries of land, the probate ot a. will, the appointment or quali- 
fication of a personal representative, guardian, committee or cura- 
tor; or concerning a mill, roadway, ferry or landing; or the right 
of a corporation or of a county to levy tolls or taxes, and except 
in cases of habeas corpus, mandamus and prohibition, or the consti- 
tutionality of a law; Provided, That the assent of a majority of the 
judges elected to the court shall be required, in order to declare any 
law null and void by reason of its repugnance to the federal consti- 
tution, or to the constitution of this state. 

Sec. 3. Special courts of appeals, to consist of not less than three 
nor more than five judges, may be formed of the judges of the 
supreme court of appeals and of the circuit courts, or any of them, 
to try any cases on the docket of said court, in respect to which a 
majority of the judges thereof may be so .situated as to make it 
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improper for them to sit on the hearing of the sam&; aud also to 
t$y any cases on the said docket which cannot be otherwise disposed 
of with convenient dispatch, % 

Sec. 4. When a judgment or decree is reversed or affirmed by 
the supreme court of appeals, the reasons therefor shall be stated in 
writing and preserved with the records of the case. 

Sec. 5. The judges shall be chosen by the joint vote of the two 
houses of the general assembly, and shall hold their office for a term 
of twelve years; they shall, when chosen, have held a judicial sta- 
tion in the United States, or *€hall have practiced law in this or 
Borne other state for five years. 

Sec 6. The officers of the supreme court of appeals shall be 
appointed by the said court, or by the judges thereof in vacation. 
Their duties, compensation, and tenure of office shall be prescribed 
by law. 

Sec. 7. The supreme court of appeals shall hold its sessions at 
two or more places in the state, to be fixed by law. 

Sec 8. At every election of a gOYernor an attorney-general shall 
be elected by the qualified voters of this commonwealth. He shall 
be commissioned by the governor, perform such duties and receive 
such compensation as may be prescribed by law, and shall be remov- 
able in the manner prescribed for the removal of judges. 

Circuit Courts. 

Sec 9. The state shall be divided into sixteen judicial circuits, 
as follows : 

1. The counties of Norfolk, Princess Anne, Nansemond, Isle of 
"Wight, Southampton, Surry, and the city of Norfolk shall consti- 
tute the first circuit. 

2. The counties of Sussex, Greenesville, Brunswick, Prince 
George, Dinwiddie, Nottoway, Chesterfield, and the city of Peters- 
burg shall constitute the second circuit. 

3. The counties of Mecklenburg, Lunenburg, Charlotte, Amelia, 
Powhatan, Prince Edward, Buckingham, and Cumberland shall 
constitute the third circuit. 

4. The counties of Halifax, Pittsylvania, Henry, Patrick, Frank- 
lin, and the town of Danville shall constitute the fourth circuit. 

5. The counties of Bedford, Campbell, Appomattox, Amherst, 
Nelson, and the city of Lynchburg shall constitute the fifth circuit. 
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6. The comities of Albemarle, Fluvanna, Culpeper, Goochland, 
Madison, Greene, and Orange shall constitute the sixth circuit. 

7. The county of Henrico and the city of Richmond shall consti- 
tute the seventh circuit. 

8. The counties of Accomack, Northampton, York, Elizabeth 
City, Warwick, James City, New Kent, Charles City, and the city 
of Williamsburg shall constitute the eighth circuit. 

9. The counties of Lancaster, Northumberland, Mathews, Middle- 
sex, Gloucester, King William, Essex, and King and Queen shall 
constitute the ninth circuit. 

10. The counties of Westmoreland, Spotsylvania, Caroline, Han- 
over, Stafford, King George, Richmond, and Louisa shall constitute 
the tenth circuit. 

11. The counties of Loudoun, Fauquier, Fairfax, Prince William, 
Rappahannock, and Alexandria shall constitute the eleventh circuit 

12. The counties of Frederick, Clarke, Warren, Page, Shenan- 
doah,. and Rockingham shall constitute the twelfth circuit. 

13. The counties of Augusta, Rockbridge, Bath, Highland, and 
Alleghany shall constitute the thirteenth circuit 

14. The counties of Botetourt, Roanoke, Montgomery, Floyd, 
Giles, and Craig shall constitute the fourteenth circuit. 

15. The counties of Carroll, Grayson, Wythe, Pulaski, Bland, 
and Tazewell shall constitute the fifteenth circuit. 

16. The counties of Smyth, Washington, Lee, Scott, Wise, Rus- 
sell, and Buchanan shall constitute the sixteenth circuit. 

Sec. 10. The general assembly may re-arrange said circuits, or 
any of them, and increase or diminish the number thereof, when 
the public interests shall require it. 

Sec. 11. For each circuit a judge shall be chosen by the joint 
vote of the two houses of the general assembly, who shall hold his 
office for a term of eight years, unless sooner removed in the 
manner prescribed by this constitution. He shall, when chosen, 
possess the same qualifications of judges of the supreme court of 
appeals; and during his continuance in office shall reside in the 
circuit of which he is judge. 

Sec. 12. A circuit court shall be held, at least twice a year by the 
judges of each circuit, in every county and corporation thereof 
wherein a circuit court now is or may hereafter be established. 
But the judges may be required or authorized to hold the courts of 
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their respective circuits alternately, and the judge of one circuit to 
hold court in any other circuit. 

County Courts, 

Sec. 13. In each county of this commonwealth there shall be a 
court called the county court, which shall be held monthly by a 
judge learned in the law of the state and to be known as the county 
court judge: provided, that counties containing less than eight 
thousand inhabitants shall be attached to adjoining counties for 
the formation of districts for county judges. County court judges 
shall be chosen in the same mauner as judges of the circuit courts. 
They shall hold their office for a term of six years, except the first 
term under this constitution, which shall be^three years, and during 
their continuance in office, they shall reside in their respective 
counties or districts. The jurisdiction of said courts shall be the 
same as that of the existing county courts, except so far as it is 
modified by this constitution or may be changed by law. 

Government of Cities and Towns. 

Sec. 14. For each city or town in the state, containing a popula- 
tion of five thousand, shall* be elected on the joint vote of the two 
houses of the general assembly, one city judge, who shall hold a 
corporation or hustings court of said city or town, as often, and as 
many days in each month, as may be prescribed by law, with simi- 
lar jurisdiction which may be given by law, to the circuit courts of 
this state, and who shall hold his office for a term of six years: pro- 
vided, that in cities or towns containing thirty thousand inhabi- 
tants, there may be elected an additional judge to hold courts of 
probate and record, separate and apart from the corporation or 
hustings courts, and perform such other duties as shall be prescribed 
by law. 

Sec. 15. Also the following enumerated officers, who shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of the said cities or towns: One clerk 
of the corporation or hustings court, who shall also be the clerk of 
the circuit court, except in cities or towns containing a population 
of thirty thousand or more; in which city or town there may be a 
separate clerk for the circuit court, who shall hold his office for a 
term of six years. 
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Sec. 16. One commonwealth's attorney, who shall .be the com- 
monwealth's attorney for the circuit court, and shall hold his office 
for a term of two years. 

Sec. 17. One city sergeant, who shall hold his office for a term of 
two years. 

Sec. 18. One city or town treasurer, whose duties shall be similar 
to those of county treasurer, and shall hold his office for a term of 
three years. 

Sec 19. One commissioner of the revenue. 

Sec 20. There shall be chosen by the electors of every city, a 
.mayor, who shall be the chief executive officer thereof, and who 
shall see that the duties of the various city officers are faithfully 
performed. He shall have power to investigate their acts, have ac- 
cess to all books and documents in their offices, and may examine 
them and their subordinates on oath. The evidence given by per- 
sons so examined, shall not be used against them in any criminal 
proceedings. He shall also have power to suspend or remove such 
officers, whether they be elected or appointed, for misconduct in 
office or neglect of duty, to be specified in the order of suspension 
or removal; but no such removal shall be made without reasonable 
notice to the officer complained of, and ap opportunity afforded him 
to be heard in his defence. All city, town and village officers, whose 
election or appointment is not provided for by this constitution, 
shall be elected by the electors of such cities, towns and villages, or 
of some division thereof, or appointed by such authorities thereof 
as the general assembly 6hall designate. All other officers whose 
election or appointment is not provided for by this constitution, and 
all officers whose offices may be hereafter created by law, shall be 
elected by the people, or appointed, as the general assembly may 
direct. Members of common councils shall hold no other oflice in 
cities, and no city officer stall hold a seat in the general assembly. 
The general assembly, at its first session after the adoption of this 
constitution, shall pass such laws as may be necessary to give effect 
to the provisions of this article. General laws shall be passed for 
the organization and government of cities, and no special act shall 
be passed, except in cases where, in the judgment of the general 
assembly, the object of such act cannot be attained by general laws. 
Nothing in this article shall affect the power of the general assembly 
over quarantine, or in regard to the port of Norfolk, or the interest 
of the state in the lands under water and within the jurisdiction or 
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boundaries of any city, or to regulate the wharves, piers or slips in 
any city. All laws or city ordinances in conflict with the provisions 
of the preceding sections, shall be void from and after the adoption 
of this constitution. 

Sec. 21. All regular elections for city or town officers, under this 
article, shall be held on the fourth Thursday in May, and the offi- 
cers elect shall enter upon their duties on the first day of July suc- 
ceeding. 

General Provisions. 

Sec. 22. All the judges shall be commissioned by the governor, 
and shall receive such salaries and allowances as may be determined 
by law, the amount of which shall not be diminished 'during their 
term of office^ Their terms of office shall commence on the first 
day of January next following their appointment; and they shall 
discharge the duties of their respective offices from their first ap- 
pointment and qualification uuder this'cojistitution until their terms 
begin. 

Sec. £3. Judges may "be removed from office by a concurrent vote 
df both houses of the general assembly, but a majority of all the 
members elected to each house must concur in such vote, and the 
cause of removal shall be entered on the journal ot each house.' 
The judge against whom the general assembly may be about to pro- 
ceed, shall have notice thereof, accompanied by a copy of the cause 8 
alleged for his removal, at least twenty days before the day on which 
either house fif the general assembly shall act thereon. 

Sec. 24. Judges of the supreme court of appeals, and judges of 
the circuit courts, shall not hold any other office or public trust 
during their continuance in office. 

Sec. 25. Judges, and all other officers elected or appointed, shall 
continue to discharge the duties of their offices after their terms of 
service have expired until their successors have qualified. 

Sec. 26. Writs shall run "in the name of the commonwealth of 
Virginia, " and be attested by the clerks of the several courts. In- 
dictments shall couclude "against the peace and dignity of the 
commonwealth. " 
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ARTICLE VII. 
County Organizations. 

Sec. 1. There shall be elected by the qualified voters of the 
county, one sheriff, one attorney for the commonwealth, who shall 
also be the commonwealth's attorney for the circuit court; one 
county clerk, who shall also be the clerk of the circuit court, except 
that in counties containing fifteen thousand inhabitants, there* may 
be a separate clerk for the circuit court; one county treasurer, 
and so many commissioners of the revenue as may be provided by 
law; # and there shall be appointed, in a manner to be provided by 
law, one superintendent of the poor, and one county surveyor; and 
there shall also be appointed, in the manner provided for in article 
eight, one superintendent of schools. All regular elections for 
county officers shall be held on the fourth Thursday in May; and 
all officers elected or appointed under this provision, shall enter 
upon the duties of their offices on the first day of July, next suc- 
ceeding their election, and shall hold their respective offices for the 
term of four years, except that county and circuit court clerks shall 
hold their offices for six years. 

Sec. 2. Each county of the state shall be divided in so many 
compactly located magisterial districts as may be deemed necessary, 
not less than three: provided, that after these have been formed no 
additional districts shall be made, coutaining less than thirty square 

miles; each magisterial district shall be known as magisterial 

district, of county. In each district there shall be elected one 

supervisor, three justices of the peace, one constable, and one over- 
seer of the poor, who shall hold their respective offices for the term 
of two years. All regular elections for magisterial district officers 
shall take placfe on the fourth Thursday in May, and all officers so 
elected shall enter upon the duties of their respective offices on the 
first day of July, next succeeding their election. The supervisors 
of the districts shall constitute the board of supervisors for that 
county, whose- duty it shall be to audit the accounts of the county, 
examine the books of the commissioners of the revenue, regulate 
and equalize the valuation of property, fix the county levies for the 
ensuing year, and perform any other duties required of them by law. 
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•School Districts. 



Sec. 3. Each magisterial district shall be divided into so many 
compactly located school districts as may be deemed necessary: 
provided, that no school district shall be formed containing less 
than one hundred inhabitants. In each school district there shall 
be elected or appointed, annually, one school trustee, who shall 
hold his office three years : provided, that at the first election held 
under this provision, there shall be three trustees elected, whose 
terms shall be. one, two and three years respectively. 

Sec. 4. The general assembly, at its first session after the adop- 
tion of this constitution, shall pass such laws as may be necessary 
to give effect to the provisions of this article. But nothing in this 
article shall be construed as prohibiting the general assembly from 
providing by law for any additional officers in any city or county. 

Sec. 5. Sheriffs shall hold no other office. They may be required 
by law to renew their security, and in default of so doing, their 
offices shall be declared vacant. Counties shall never be made 
responsible for the acts of the sheriffs. 

ARTICLE VIH. 
Education. 

Sec. 1. The general assembly shall elect, in joint ballot, within 
thirty days after its organization under this constitution, and every 
fourth year thereafter, a superintendent of public instruction. He 
shall have the general supervision of the public free school interests 
of the state, and shall report to the general assembly for its consid- 
e ration, within thirty days after his election,. a plan for a uniform 
system of public free schools. 

Sec. 2. There shall be a board of education, composed of the 
governor, superintendent of public instruction, and attorney-gen- 
eral, which shall appoint and have power to remove, for cause and 
upon notice to the incumbents, subject to confirmation by the 
Senate, all county superintendents of public free schools. This 
board shall have, regulated by law, the management and investment 
of all school funds, and such supervision of schools of higher 
grades, as the law shall provide. 
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Sec. 3. The general assembly shall provide by law, at its first 
session under this constitution, a uniform system of public free 
schools, and for its gradual, equal and full introdnction into all the 
counties of the state, by the year 1876, or as much earlier as prac- 
ticable. . 

Sec. 4. The general assembly shall have power, after a full intro- 
duction of the public free school system, to make such laws as shall 
not permit parents and guardians to allow their children to grow up 
in ignorance and vagrancy. 

Sec 5. The general assembly shall establish, as soon as practica- 
ble, normal schools, and may establish agricultural schools and 
such grades of schools as shall be for the public good. 

Sec. 6. The board of education shall provide for uniformity of 
text-books, and the furnishing of school-houses with such apparatus 
and library as may be necessary, under such regulations as may be 
provided by law. 

Sec. 7. The geueral assembly shall set apart, as a permanent and 
perpetual literary fund, the present literary funds of the state, the 
proceeds of all publip lands donated by congress for public school 
purposes, of all escheated property, of all waste and unappropriated* 
lands, of all property accruing to the state by forfeiture, and all 
fines collected* for offences committed against the state, and such 
other sums as the general assembly may appropriate. 

Sec. 8. The general assembly shall apply the annual interest on 
the literary fund, the capitation tax provided for by this constitu- 
tion for public free school purposes, and an aunual tax upon the 
property of the state of not less one mill nor more than five 
mills on the dollar, for the equal benefit of all the people of the 
state, the number of children between the ages of five and twenty- 
one years, in eaeh public free school district, being the basis of such 
division. Provision shall be made to supply children attending the 
public free schools with necessary text-books, in cases, where the 
.parent or guardian is unable, by reason of poverty, to furnish them. 
Each county and public free school district may raise additional 
sums by a tax on property for the support of public free schools. 
All unexpended sums of any one year in any public free school dis- 
trict shall go into the general school fund for redivision -the next 
year: Provided, That any tax authorized by this section to be 
raised by counties or school districts shall not exceed five mills on 
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a dollar in any one year, and shall not be subject to redivision, as 
hereinbefore provided in this section. 

Sec. 9. The general assembly shall have power to foster all higher 
grades of schools under its supervision, and to provide for such 
purpose a permanent educational fund. 

Sec. 10. All grants and donations received by the general assem- 
bly for educational purposes shall be applied according to the terms 
prescribed by the donors. 

Sec. 11. Each city and CQunty •shall be held accountable for the 
destruction of school property that may take place within its limits 
by incendiaries or open violence. 

Sec. 12. The general assembly shall fix the salaries and prescribe 
the duties of all school officers, and shall make all needful laws and 
regulations to carry into effect the public free school system pro- 
vided tor by this article. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Militia. 

Sec. 1. The militia of this state shall consist of all able-bodied 
male persons between the asres of eighteen and forty-five years, 
except such persons as hereafter may be exempted by the laws of 
the United States or of this state; but those who belong to religious 
societies whose tenets forbid them to carry arms, shall not be com- 
pelled to do so, but shall pay an equivalent for personal service; 
and the militia shall be organized, armed and equipped, and trained 
as the general assembly may provide by law. 

Sec. 2. The legislature shall provide by law for the encourage- 
ment of volunteer corps of the several arms of the service, which 
shall be classed as the active militia; and all other militia shall be 
classified as ^he reserve militia, and shall not be required to muster 
in time of peace. 

ARTICLE X. 

Taxation and Finance. * 

Sec. 1. Taxation, except as hereinafter provided, whether imposed 
by the state, county, or corporate bodies, shall be equal and uniform, 
and all property, both real and personal, shall be taxed in propor- 
tion to its value, to be ascertained as prescribed by law. No one 
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species of property, from which a tax may be collected, shall be 
taxed higher than any other species of property of equal value. 

Sec. 2. Xo tax shall be imposed on any of the citizens of this 
state for the privilege of taking or catching oysters from their nat- 
ural beds with tongs, in the waters thereof; but the amount of sales 
of oysters so taken by any citizen, in any one year, may be taxed 
at a rate not exceeding the rate of taxation imposed upon any other 
species of property. 

Sec 3. The legislature may exempt allproperty used exclusively 
for state, county, municipal, benevolent, charitable, educational and 
religious purposes. 

Sec. 4. The general assembly may levy a tax on incomes in excess 
of six hundred dollars per annum, and upon the following licenses, 
viz: the sale of ardent spirits, theatrical and circus companies, 
menageries, jugglers, itinerant pedlars, and all other shows and 
exhibitions for which an entrance fee is required; commission mer- 
chants, persons selling by sample, brokers and pawn-brokers, and 
all other business which cannot be reached by the ad valorem sys- 
tem. The capital invested in all business operations shall be assessed 
and taxed as other property. Assessments upon all stock shall be 
according to the market value thereof. 

Sec. 5. The general assembly may levy a tax, not exceeding one 
dollar per annum, on every male citizen who has attained the age 
of twenty-one years, which shall be applied exclusively in aid of 
public free schools; and counties and corporations shall have power 
to impose a capitation tax, not exceeding fifty cents per annum, for 
all purposes. 

Sec. 6.. The general assembly shall provide for a re-assessment of 
the real estate of this state in the year 1869, or as soon, thereafter 
as practicable, and every fifth year thereafter: provided, in making 
such assessment, no land shall be assessed above or below its value. • 

Sec 7. No debt shall be contracted by this state, except to meet 
casual deficits in the revenue to redeem a previous liability of the 
state, to suppress insurrection, repel invasion, or defend the state in 
time of war. 

Sec. 8. The general assembly shall provide, by law, a sinking 
fund, to be applied solely to the payment and extinguishment of the 
principal ot the state debt, which sinking fund shall be continued 
until the extinguishment of such state debt; and every law hereafter 
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enacted by the general assembly, creating a debt or authorizing a 
loan, shall provide a sinking fund for the payment of the same. 

Sbc 9. The unfunded debt shall not be funded or redeemed at a 
value exceeding that established by law at the time said debt was 
contracted, nor shall anyjiscrimination hereafter be made in pay- 
ing the interest on state bonds, which shall give a higher actual 
value to bonds held in foreign countries, over the same class of 
bonds held in this country. 

Sec 10. No money shall be paid out of the state treasury except 
in pursuance of appropriations made by law; and no appropriation 
shall ever be made for the payment of any debt or obligation cre- 
ated in the name of the state of Virginia, by the usurped and pre- 
tended state authorities assembled at Richmond during the late war; 
and no county, city or corporation shall levy or collect any tax for 
the payment of any debt created for the purpose of aiding any re- 
bellion against the state, or against the United States. 

Sbc. 11. On the passage of every act which imposes, continues or 
revives any appropriation of public or trust money or property, or 
releases, discharges or commutes any* claim or demand of the state, 
the vote shall be determined by ayes and noes, and the names of the 
persons voting for and against the same shall be entered on the 
journals of the respective houses, and a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected to each house shall be necessary to give it the force of 
a law. 

Sbc 12. The^ credit of the state shall not be granted to, or in aid 
of, any person, association or corporation. 

Sbc. 13. No scrip, certificate, or other evidence of state indebt- 
edness, shall be issue3, except for the redemption of stock pre- 
viously issued, or for such debts as are expressly authorized in this 
constitution. 

Sec 14. The state shall not subscribe to, or become interested in, 
the stock of any company, association or corporation. * 

Sec 15. The state shall not be a party to, or become interested in, 
any work of internal improvement, nor engage in carrying on any 
such work, otherwise than in the expenditure of grants to the state 
of land or other property. 

Sbc 16. Every law which imposes, continues or revives a tax, 
shall distinctly state the tax, and the object to which it is to be ap- 
plied, and it shall not be sufficient to refer to any other law to fix 
such tax or object. 
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Sec. 17. The state shall not assume any indebtedness of the county, 
borough, nor city, nor lend its credit to the same. 

Sec. 18. A full account of the state indebtedness, and an accurate 
statement of receipts and expenditures of the public money, shall 
be attached to and published with its laws passed at every regular 
session of the general assembly. 

Sec. 19. The general assembly shall provide by law for adjusting 
with the state- of West Virginia, the proportion of the public debt 
of Virginia, proper to be borne by the state of Virginia and West 
Virginia, and shall provide that such sum as shall be received from 
West Virgiuia shall be applied to the payment of the public debt of 
the state. 

Sec 20. No other or greater amount of tax or revenue shall at 
any time be levied than may be required for the necessary expenses 
of fhe government, or to pay the existing indebtedness of the state. 

Sec 21. The liability to th6 state of any incorporated company 
or institution to redeem the principal and pay the interest of any 
loan heuetofore made by the state to such company or institution, 
shall not be released or commuted. 

ARTICLE XI. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISION^. 

Homestead and other Exemptions. 

Sec 1. Every householder or head of a family shall be entitled, 
in addition'to the articles now exempt from levy or distress for rent, 
to hold exempt from levy, seizure, garnisheeitig or sale, under any 
execution, order or other process, issued on any demand for any 
debt heretofore or hereafter contracted, his real and personal prop- 
erty, or either, including money and debts due him, whether here- 
tofore or hereafter acquired or contracted, to the value of got ex- 
ceeding two thousand dollars, to.be selected by him: provided, that 
such exemption shall not extend to any execution, order or other 
process issued on any demand in the following cases: 

lst % For the purchase price of said property, or any part thereof. 

2d. For services rendered by a laboring person or a mechanic. 

3d. For liabilities incurred by any public officer, or officer of a 
court, or any fiduciary, or any attorney at law, for money collected. 
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4th. For a lawful claim for any taxes; levies or assessments, ac- 
cruing after the first d^y of June, 1866. 

5th. For rent hereafter accruing. 

6th. For the legal or taxable fees of any public officer, or officers 
of a court, hereafter accruing. * 

Sec. 2. The foregoing section shall not be construed as subjecting 
the property hereby exempted, or any portion thereof, to any lien 
by reason of any execution levied on property which Has been sub- 
sequently restored to the defendant, or judgment rendered or dock- 
eted, on or after the 17th day of April, 1861, and before the 2d day 
of March, .1867, for any debt contracted previous to the 4th day of 
April, 1865, except debts of the character mentioned in either of 
the above first three exceptions. 

Sec. 3. Nothing contained in this article shall be construed to in- 
terfere with the sale of the property aforesaid, or any portion thereof, 
by virtue of any mortgage, deed of trust, pledge, or other security 
thereon. 

Sec 4. The general assembly is hereby prohibited from passing 
any law staying the collection of debts, commonly known as " stay 
laws"; but this section shall not be construed as prohibiting any 
legislation which the general assembly may deem necessary to fully 
carry out the provisions of this. article. 

Sec. 5. The general assembly shall, at its first session under this 
constitution, prescribe in what manner and on what conditions the 
said householder or head of a family shall thereafter set apart and 
hold for himself and family, a homestead out of any property hereby 
exempted, and may, in its discretion, determine in what manner and 
on what conditions h% may thereafter hold, for the benefit of him- 
self and family, such personal property as he may have, and coming 
within the exemption hereby made. . But this section shall not be 
construed as authorizing the general assembly to defeat or impair 
the benefits intended to be conferred by the provisions of this ar- 
ticle.

Sec. 1. The common law and the statute laws now in force not 
repugnant to this constitution, shall remain in force until they 
expire by their o\vn limitation, or are altered or repealed by the 
legislature. 

Sec 2. All writs, actions, causes of action, prosecutions, and 
rights of individuals and of bodies corporate, and of the state, and 
all charters of incorporation, shall .continue; and all indictments 
which shall have been found, or which may hereafter be found, for 
any crime or offence committed before the adoption* of this consti- 
tution, may be proceeded upon as if no change had taken place. 
The several courts, except as herein otherwise provided, shall con- 
tinue withjjie like powers and jurisdiction, both in law and in 
equity, as if this constitution had not been adopted, and until the 
organization of the judicial department of this constitution. 

Sec. 3. That all fines, penalties, forfeitures and escheats accruing 
to the state of Virginia under the present constitution and laws, 
shall accrue to the use of the state under this constitution. 

Sec. 4. That all recognizances, bouds, obligations, and all o^her 
instruments entered into or executed before the adoption of this 
constitution, to the people of the state of Virginia, to any state, 
county or township, or any public officer or public body, or which 
may be entered into or executed, under existing laws, " to the people 
of the state of Virginia," to any such officer or public body, before 
the complete organization of the department of government under 
this constitution, shall remain binding and valid; and rights and 
liabilities upon the same shall continue, and may be prosecuted as 
provided by law.
